(5.2), Louisville (5.0), Baltimore (4.8), 
Minneapolis (4.6), St. Louis (3.5), and 
Philadelphia (3.8). 

But while the greater or less prevalence 
of typhoid fever is generally accepted as an 
indication of the character of the water 
supply it is by mo means the only disease 
whose prevalence is increased by impure 
water. The diarrheal diseases are similarly 
affected, and these cause in the aggregate a 
larger number of deaths than typhoid, In 
the four years, 1890.93 inclusive, there were 
7,808 deaths from the diarrheal diseases—a 
yearly average of 1,951. Last year there 
were only 809 deaths from these causes—a 
reduction of over 58 per cent. 

“If the same death rate had obtained from 
typhoid fever and the diarrhea! diseases in 
1894 that obtained in 1890, 91 92, and 
1898, there would be 2,153 persons less liv- 
ing in Chicago than there are today. 

“Sanitarians and social economists esti- 
mate the value of a human life to the com- 
munity at $5,000, and this estimate is ac- 
cepted by the Legislatures of many States in

Finished—First Cruise. 


The first steel steam yacht ever constructed 
in this city, and by long odds the finest pleas- 
ure craft ever bearing the word Chicago ” 
as its port of hail, will be the New Alcyone, 
the final drawings for which have just been 
completed by George Warrington, the Chicago 
yacht builder. Active construction will begin 
early in March, and the New Alcyone will be 
turned over to its owner, H. F. Baich of Min- 


neapolis, by September. A month later, after 


atrial trip to Lake Superior, the hacht will 
leave for salt water by way of the Weliand 
Canal and the St. Lawrence River, and next 
wiuter it will be flying the pennant of the Chi- 
cago Yacht club in West Indian waters, The 
spring followmg it will return to the lakes 
and will have this harbor for its home port. 

In general design the New Alcyone is of the 
auxiliary type, usmmg both steam and sail. 
The dimensions are: Length over all, 135 
feet; extreme beam, 17 feet; molded depth, 
11 feet; draft, 8 feet. The displacement will 
be 144 tons. The diameter of the propeller 
wheel will be 6 feet and 6 inches. Steel will 
be used not only in the hull but on the decks 
and in the construction of all the houses 
above decks, the metal being covered at these 
points with mahogany. The purpose is to 
give the deck houses great strength to resist 
boarding waves when in the open sea. 

As for speed, Mr. Warrmgton guarantees 
full eighteen miles an hour, which he says 


Alcyone has comparatively little space de- 
voted to deck houses, The Captain’s state- 
room is in the after end of the companion 
hbuse forward of the stack. This house 1s 
surrounded by a double high brass rail and 
will be the promenade deck of observation in 
pleasant weather. It is equipped with a pow- 
erful search light, binnacle, and steering gear. 
Following the ocean idea, the wheelsman will 
not be housed in, but will be in the open air. 

In its electric lightmg plant storage bat. 
teries will be used. The entire equipment of 
the yacht is 120 electric lights. The equip- 
ment of lifeboats includes an electric launch 
twenty-four feet long, a lifeboat twenty-two 
feet long, and a dinkey sixteen feet long. The 
launch and lifeboat will be carried on the rait 
amidships during stormy weather and the 
dinkey aft on the port side, 

All the woodwork in the staterooms, sa- 
loons, and deck-houses will be of mahogany. 
Special designs for carpets and rugs have 
been prepared. Mr. Balch, in ali his yacht- 
ing experience since he bougnt the Alcyone 
four years ago, has had ay aversion toward 
buying stock material for the equipment of 
his water home, and every article aboard that 
craft in the way of furnishings was made to 
order. Now that he is to have a larger boat 
he has become even more pronounced against 
stock designs. He has been equally strong in 
his desire to have everything possible done by 
electricity. The result is that the staterooms 
will be heated by electricity, cooled by elec.

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FORTY THOUSAND MEN MAY STRIKE 
IN NEW YORK TOMORROW. 


-Wage-Earvers tn the Baflding Lines, of 


Whom That Namber Are Now at Work, 
Sympathize with the Electrical Work- 
ereArtisans on Five New Buildings 
Quit Tue Dissatisfaction Might Extend 
te 85,000 Men = Presbyterian Pastor 
Seeks to Prohibit Ingerso!ll’s Lecture. 


eral strike still hangs fire, though it is said 
Monday may. witness the calling out of thou- 
sands of men engaged on new buildings in 
this city. Today over 1,600 men employed 
on fine buildings in course of construction 
went on strike out of sympathy for the elet-. 
trical workers. This brings the total number 
out up to 4,000 men. The same motive will 
actuate other men who go out Monday. 
There is an enthusiasti¢ desire on the part of 
the building trade workers to see the electric- 
al men win, andthe workmen employed on 
new buildings in this city stand ready to go 
out ut an hour’s notice. These were the as- 
surances made by the walking delegates at 
headquarters today. There are at present 
upwards of 40,000 men employed on vari- 
ous unfinished buildings in the city, and the 
building trade unions have a membership of 
fully 85,000 men who necessarily will be af- 
fected in the event of a general strike. 

The buildings on which the men struck to- 
day are St. Luke’s Hospital, Prescott, Amer- 
ican Tract Society, Casualty and Fidelity, and 
the Wolf Buildmg. The men quit promptly 
when called upon. The trades affected are 
elevator men, plasterers, carpenters, tile lay- 
ers, helpé¥s, plumbers, mosaic and encaustic 
tile layers, and warble workers. The elec- 
trical contractors will take no cognizance of 
the strike until the matter comes up for dis- 
cussion Tuesday at the Building Trades’ club. 
This was decided at a meeting of the contract- 
ors today. 

The Strike com mittee of the Board of Walk- 
ing Delegates and the Executive of Wirework- 
ers’ Union No. 8 held a conference this even- 
ing at the electrical workmen's headquarters. 
The action of the committee in calling out the 
workmen today was indorsed. Three thou- 
sand men are now ona strike. Unless the 
electrical contractors accept the wiremen’s 
terms by Monday further strikes will be or- 
dered. 

Master Workman Hoadley this evening re- 
ceived a letter from Mrs. Josephine Shaw 
Lowell of the Board af Mediation and Con- 
ciliation, in which she says if the accounts 
published are true organized labor in New 
York City has neither honor nor intelligence. 
It agreements are to be broken,“ Mrs. Low- 
ell says, it is better not to make 
them, and we should protest against 
such dishonesty.” Master Workman 
Hoadley in reply denies that any 
agreement has been broken, and says the 
contractors determined to force the flahtim 
by ordermg the places of the men to be filled 
by non-union men unless the men returned 
to work by Feb. 26. He charged the con- 
tractors with having broken last agree- 
ment and with playing the men falsely in the 
present dispute. 


TRYING TO STOP INGERSOLL’S LECTUBE. 


Presbyterian Pastor Calis on Hoboken Po- 
lice to Shut Off the Colonel. 

New Tonk, Feb. 28.— [Special. |—Chief 
of Police Donovan of Hoboken received 
a postal card from the Rev. H. T. Beatty, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church, to- 
day in reference to stopping the lecture to be 
delivered by Col. Ingersoll in that city to- 
morrow night. The postal card stated 
that the Rev. Mr. Beatty was  act- 
ing for a com mittee which de- 
clared Col. Ingersoll’s lecture on The 
Bible was illegal, as he discredited that 
sacred book. The Chief referred the mattec 
to Mayor Fagan, and the latter will stop the 
lecture. A friend of Col. Ingersoll’s said the 
Hoboken authorities could not prevent him 
from delivering the lecture, This bad been 
determined, he said, at a prior action at Mor- 
ristown, during which it was shown that 
under the New Jersey law Col. Ingersoll’s re- 
marks were perfectly permissible. 

OLDEST SOLDIER IN UNITED STATES. 
Lieut. Michael Moore Ha« Been in Service 
Eighty¢hree Years. 

New York, Feb. 23.—[Special.}—Michaei 
Moore, who lives in Brooklyn, is the oldest 
soldier in the United States. If he lives until 
July 4 he will be 95 years. of age. He was 
born in New York City July 4, 1800, and 
April 80. 1812, he erlisted in the United 
States army and was in active service until 
Dec. 15, 1872, when he was placed on the re- 
tired list. He also is, so far as known, the 
oldest soldier in the world, aithough it is as- 
serted that in Germany there lives a soldier 
who was conscripted in the year 
1810. That, however, is not authentic. 
All soldiers on the retired list are considered 
to be in the service of the United States, so 
he has been a soldier for eighty-three years. 
Lieut. Moore antedates Gen, O. O. Howard 
by thirty years; Gen. Henry W. Slocum, 
twenty-seven years; Gen. P. H. Sheridan, 
thirty-one years; Gen. W. 8. Hancock, 
twenty-four years; Gen. W. T. Sherman, 
twenty years; and Gen. Grant, twenty-two 
years. e was drumming in front of a regi- 
ment before any of these famous officers had 
been graduated from West Point. Lieut. 
Moore is now confined to his home, No. 20 
Seventh avenue, Brooklyn, with a broken hip.

Rumors in Hawall That the Deposed Mon- 
arch May Be Forced to Serve Time or 
Leave the Country<Isiands Are In a 
Great Tur mol Over the Trials of the 
Men Accused of Treasou—Some Said to 
Be Ordered to Leave, but Changes Are 
Made. 

Saw Francrsoco, Cal., Feb. 23.—The steam- 
er Gaelic arrived tonight from Yokohama 
and Honolulu, bringing the following advices 
to the Associated Press: 

Howo.tvuuvu, Feb. 11.—A more contagious 
fever of rumor never struck this community 
than that which swept over the town previous 
to the departure of the Mariposa. The story 
as it passed from mouth to mouth was rather 
feasible, and ran something like this: 

The government has decided to deport 
some ten prisoners, among them being Wied- 
mann, Grieg, and Marshall. The presence of 
Judge Wiedmann on the wharf witha hand 
satchel and guitar added credence to the 
Wiedmann part of the story. The govern- 
ment was prepared to carry out its plan when 
Minister Willie protested against men con- 
victed of political crimes being put 
on board a vessel carrying the American 
flag. Furthermore the recent immigration 
laws of the United States would not allow 
any such men to enter the country. In pur- 
suance of this idea Consul Mills had held the 
clearance papers of the vessel until assurance 
was received that no attempt would be made 
to put these men on board. 

President Dole and Ministers King and 
Smith were on the steamer and got together 
in the Captain’s cabin. ‘There they were ru- 
mored to have come to a decision that they 
had better let the matter lie over until some 
more auspicious season. 


Dentals to the Story. 


When asked regarding the alleged depart- 
ure, Attorney-General Smith said: 

*“*T cannot see how such a thing started. 
We have not thought of such a thing as de- 
porting any men who have been ‘before the 
court. I think we have more use for Craig 
and Wildman here than in the United States. 
There is no foundation whatever for the 
rumor.”’ 

When Minister Willis was asked whether he 
had received any notice of an intended de- 
portation of prisoners, he replied; ‘*‘ No; I 
was informed quite to the contrary. I did not 
enter any protest or makeany request to hold 
the steamer. In fact, I have not yet filed the 
protest consequent to the deportation affair 
last Saturday. It is farthest from my pur- 
pose or desire to take any action which would 
tend to embarrass this government. I have 
the most friendly feelings towards the 
officials. Of course, it is my duty to look 
after the interests of American citizens, but I 
most certainly have no intention of making 
any unnecessary trouble for the representa- 
tives of the government in so domg.“ 

From all accounts it was fortunate for the 
peace of the community that no attempt was 
made to send the three young men out of the 
country. Armed men belonging to the citi- 
zens’ guard and other bodies were on tbe 
wharf to prevent the deportation of either 
Greig, Weidman, or Marshall. 


Hundreds Are Arrested. 


The government caused the arrest of 381 
persons since Jan. 6, of whom ninety-four 
have been tried before the mi y ‘court. 
Sentences in but twenty-four cases have been 
made public, twenty-three natives charged 
with treason and V. V. Ashford, charged with 
misprison of treason. Fifty-five men have 
been released by the the authorities; the mil- 
itary court acquitted two: three men, Cran- 
ston, Johnston, and Mueller, were deported. 

Thirteen persons are at liberty, with the un- 
derstanding that they leave the country with- 
in a reasonable time and not return without 
permission from tbe government: Jobn 
Radin, Fred Harrison, F. H. Red ward. T. J. 
Lovey, Arthur White, G. L. Ritman, J. C. 
White, P. J. Camorinos, M. C. Bailey. A. Me- 
Dowell, J. Carienne, Fred Woundenburg, and 
dames Brown. 

British Commissioner Hawes gave the men 
to understand he would not interfere in their 
behalf, as they admitted their guilt. 

V. V. Ashford, charged with misprison of 
treason, was found guilty and sentenced to 
one year in jau and fined $1,000. Ashford 
has practiced law in Honolulu since 1884. 
He was banished several years ago for con- 
spiracy against the monarchy. Twenty-three 
natives convicted of treason have received 
sentences varying from five toten years. In 
one case a fine of $5,000 was remitted by 
President Dole. The military court is still 
sitting, and its work drags along slowly. Two 
hundred cases are yet to be tried. Prince 
David has been found guilty. His sentence 
has not been made public. 

Queen May Get Five Years. 

It is understood the Queen’s sentence will 
be five years for the part she has taken in the 
trouble. Probably she will be allowed to 
leave the country without serving the 
sentence if she so desires, Twenty-four 
natives have been sentenced to prison for 
terms ranging from seven to eight years. 

The sentences found instant favor among 
the people generally, though some thought 
Bipikane at ieast should have been summarily 
dealt with. The Hawaiians have commenced 
to work in earnest for annexation. They have 
been informed that all present prisoners will 
be freed in the event of. closer relations with 
the United States. Martial law is still in 
force. 

A strong fight is being made to save the 
neck of W. H. Richards, one of the con- 
demned men. He is a Muson and that body 
has interested itself in his behalf. 

Since the overthrow of the monarchy the 
American League has been a power, but

Great Freedman’s Remains to Lie in State 
Where Lincoln and Grant's Did, 

New Yorx, Feb. 23.—[Speciai.]—The re- 
mains of Frederick Dougluss will lie in state 
in the City Hall Tuesday. A committee of 
colored men called at the Mayor’s office to- 
day to ask for this privilege. They said they 
represented the entire colored population of 
New York, who desired to thus honor their 
dead leader. Douglass’ remains will lie in 
state on the spot where thousands paid their 
respects to Ulysses S. Grant, and where the 


remains of many distinguished American per- 


sonages have temporarily reposed. The spot 
is directly below where the casket containing 
the remains of President Lincoln rested in 
April, 1865. 

Wasuinorton, D. C., Feb. 23.— The arrange- 
ments for the funeral of Frederick Douglass 
have’ been practically completed, Early 
Monday morning the remains will be removed 
from the Dougiass residence in Anacostia to 
the Metropolitan A. M. E. Church in this city. 
There the remains will lie in state from 9 a. 
m. until 2 p.m. The services will be con- 
ducted by the pastor of the church, the Kev. 
J. G. Jenifer, assisted by other clergymen.

DETROIT’S YOUNG PEOPLE TO LOOK 
OUT FOR SUNDAY VIOLATIONS. 


Christian Eadeavor, Epworth League, and 
Baptist Union Societies Join Hands 
with the Civic Federation in Collecting 
Evidence for Vigorous Prosecutions= 
Bishop Controls Church Building In- 
stead of Parish People Who Erect 1. 
Other Northwest News, 

Derrorr, Mich., Feb. 23.—[Special. ]—Be- 
ginning tomorrow the Civic Federation, 
through committees of young men appointed 
by the young people’s Christian societies, will 
watch the saloons in all parts of the city to 
report violations of the law. It is not de- 
signed that these young men shall do any 
further detective work than can be accom- 
plished in a Sunday afternoon or evening 
stroll through the districts to which they are 
assigned, but this will be sufficient to give the 
information required, This plan was decided 
upon at a meeting ot the Temperance Depart- 
ment of the federation a few days ago, and a 
number of the young people’s societies have 
already been interested in the work. It is ex- 
pected all will be willmg to assist in the 
movement, which means that committees 
from thirty-two Christian Endeavor societies 
and nearly a score of Epworth Leagues and 
Baptist Unions will be giving their assistance 
to the federation within a few weeks. Com- 
paratively few of the committees will be out 
tomorrow owing to the fact that the project 
is so new that many of the societies have had 
no opportunity to take action in the matter, 

The city will be divided into districts. each 
person assisting in the work being assigned to 
some particular locality. He will be expect- 


ed to make one or more trips through this 


locality Sunday. In case he finds saloons 
open or with screens preventing him from 
securinga view of the interior he will report 
the fact to the federation. Much volunteer 
work in addition to the work of the regularly 
appointed committees is expected. 

The plan was laid before the Executive 
committee of the Young People’s Societies of 
Christian Endeavor at its meeting last Thurs- 
day night and was heartily indorsed. The 
President of the allied societies, the Rev. W. 
D. Sexton, and the Secretary were empow- 
ered to write to every society in the city re- 
questing that they appoint committees of one 
and more each to watch the saloons in their 
vicinity and report violations. 


BISHOP CONTROLS CHURCH PROPERTY. 


Famous Catholic Litigation Is Decided 
Adverse to Parish Ownership. 
Omana, Neb., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—The 
famous Catholic Church litigation, wherein 
the influential congregation of St. Paul’s 


Polish Church sued the Bishop of Omaha for 


possession of their church edifice, was decided 
in that preiate’s favor by the District Court 
today. An interesting point in canonicai law 
was involved. In 1889 the Catholic Poles 
organized the Polish Church Association to 
obtain enough money to buy property on 
which to erect a Roman Catholic Church. 
A tract of land was purchased in January, 
1891, in part secured by a mortgage and 
note. This was done under the advice of 
Vicar-General Choka, who at that time was 
Acting Bishop. When they applied for a pas- 
tor he told them they would have to deed tne 
property to the Bishop before he could ac. 
cede to their request, and after discussion 
the property was deeded to him. The Rev. 
Father Jakomovich was appointed priest. 
There were at this time claims against the 
building and property aggregating 85,000, 
and to pay these bills Bishop Scannell, 
Father Choka, Father Jokomerich, and two 
laymen mortgaged the property to the 
Nebraska Savings and Exchange Bank for 
$5,000. Members ot the congregation were 
dissatisfied with this step, and the matter 
was taken into the courts. The plaintiffs 
held the disposition of the property was in 
the hands of the congregation and the. mort- 
gage was illegal, as it had not been signed by 
officers of the Church Association. The court 
held the lien valid and that all church prop- 
erty is subject to the Bishop's control. 


BURGLARS DO NOT KEEP A PROMISE, 


After Gagging a Family and Stealing $300 
They Do Not Advertise It. 
ZANESVILLE, O., Feb, 23.—|Special.— Using 
a fence rail as a battering ram six masked 
men broke down the door of the residence of 
Miss Jane Morrison, a weulthy spinster six 
miles north of the city last night, and tearing 
up bed sheets tied her and William Bowers 
and wife, an aged couple residing with her, to 
their beds and gagged them. Mr. Bowers, 
who offered resistance, was struck on the 
head with a wagon spoke, but not seriously 
injured.

Republican Vater, 

At the house of her daughter, Dr. Auna M. 
Parker, No. 58 Warren avenue, beloved by 
all who have the pleasure of knowing her, 
there resides Mrs. Maria Shattuck, „ 9 re- 
eentiy celebrated her Olst birthday. Despite 
her great age Mrs. Shattuck is in perfect 
health, takes u lively interest in the doings of 
the day, and recalls perfectly the important 
events of her long and useful life, She is a 
typical American, highiy educated, talks 
most interest. ,and kindly consented to 
an 1 Shattuck was born Jan. 
22, 1804, at Milo, N. I., her father, Arm- 
strong Hart, afterwards one of the Judges of 
Franklin County, Mo., bemg a descendant of 
one of the little party of Quakers whom Wiil- 
lam Penn brought with him in 1682. 
She was married in September, 1823, to Mr. 
William Shattuck, a lawyer in Pen Yan, 
N. V., whose ancestors had settled in Virginia 
in 1620, He had been a master in chancery, 
Captain of an artillery company in the 

rmy of the West, commanded by Gen. 

iam H. Harrison, and so greatly dis- 
tinguished himself in the War of 1812 that a 
Colonel’s commission was offered him. He 
afterwards relinquished the profession of law 
and united with the Society of Friends, the 
faith to which his widow ciings to this day. 
Mrs. Shattuck remembers many incidents of 
the War of 1812, particularly the burning of 
Buffalo by the British in 1814, and now re- 
ceives a modest pension on account of the 
by her husband. He 
became a stanch Abolitionist and was a most 
energetic conductor on the underground 
railway. She was in full sympathy with him, 
often furnished fugitive slaves food and 
lodging, and entertgined many of the noted 
Abalitioniste, such as

and often speaks of her meetings with

‘The Young Chicagoan Cleverly Blends 


with an Exquisite Love Story a Tale af 
Strikes, Political Xntrigues, and the 
Riots Resulting from Laber Uniens’ 
Troubles with Capitaliste<Strong De- 
scriptive Work and Bright Cheracter 
Sketches Mark the New Book, 

Has a new novelist of the first rank arisen 
in Chicago? This isa question which is fully 
justified by the appearance this week of a 
novel from the press of Harper & Brothers, 
under the title oft Mon Born Equal.“ by 
Harry Perry Robinson, editor of the Chicago 
Ratlway Age. As it is a crown octavo of 873 
pages, and Mr. Robinson's maiden effort, it is 
no small compliment to its worth that such 
publishers have brought it out in such a dull 


season. 

Mr. Robinson was born of English parents 
at Chunar, India, in 1860. He received his 
education in England at Westminster School 
and Oxford University. He came to this 
country in 1888, immediately after leaving 
college, and waa first employed on the New 
York Tribune, Subsequently he went to 
Minneapolis, where in 1887 he published 
the Northwestern Railroader, subsequently 
merged into the, Chicago Railway Age, of 
which he has been ever since the manager and 
editor, He is murried to an American 
woman, and is a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, Although he first appears now 
as a novelist, he has for some time been 
fairly well known to the magazine-reading 
public through the short story writing he has 
done in the Atlantic Monthly and other mag- 
azines, and through his writings on eco- 
nomie topics in the Forum, North American 
lew, and other similar publications. 

„Men Born Equal isa work of another 
class, and yet it bears a kinship to Mr. Rob. 
inson’s other stories. It has its economic 
side, for the background its 
story is a terrible industrial strike, 
in a nameless Western city, involving 
the employfs of a street railway company 
and of a great iron and steel plant, which is 
the leading manufacturi establishment of 
the place. This fact will be the attractive 
feature of the book to many readers, and yet 
it is essentially a romance. The strike, with 
its mobs and dynamite, is introduced only for 
its contrast with the billing and cooing of 
lovera, It is the indisputable mgenuity with 
whicb the brilliant hues of the love story are 
embroidered on the dark webof the strike 
which constitutes the greatest merit of the 
book and the author. 

Hero Wha Is a Politician. 

The hero of Men Born Equal is Horace 
Marsh, a rising young lawyer and politician, 
30 years old, with good bioed in him, well 
brought up and college-bred, who, as the 
story opens, confronts life soberly and with a 
reasonably correct estimate of its require- 
ments and responsibilities. He is somewhat 
imeginative anda man of high ideals, and 
naturally interested in social problems, He 
has become convinced that the present politi- 
cal system of the United States has drifted 
far away from the principles laid down in the 
Constitution, Both of the great political 
parties appear to be corrupt afd elfete. If 
reformisto come it must come, he thinks 
through a pew party and new men; and if 
reform does not come, then, he says, there 
will be revolution. His language is: 

Beneath the crust of every civilization since 
the world began there has u the same teem- 
ing, reeking misery. Sometimes it bubbles to 
the surface, in bubbles which burst in dynamite 
and blood. Semetimes the whole body of it 
rises in upheaval and shatters the crust, so that 
the barricaded streets run red and palaces go 
down in flames. Sometimes leaders arise who 
are able by the more peaceful process of the 
ballot to make some fissure in the crust—an air 
space, through which breath and sunlight come 
for a while to the mass below. ut the struggle 
and the seething poverty never end, It seems as 
if now, foradecade or two past, the terrible 
forces beneath the surface have been working 
toward revolution—not here only, but 
in all countries of the world together—as they 
have never worked before. It may h 
end is coming—the last great battfe of the 
—and that society will reconstitute 8 upon 
some larger plan which lies even now laid out in 
the eye of Ged. But whether it be the end or 
ouly one more boiling over, to be followed by an- 
other subsidence, | thiak the change will be 
mightier and more far-reaching than any which 
has been wrought before. I thin . t 
though the struggle is world-wide, it is Bere in 

ese United States that the real battle will be 
ought and the real victory won. As wethrew off 
monarchy and stamped out slavery, sa, it seems 
to me, destiny will have it that here shall be the 
scene of the final triumph over wretchedness and 
want. 

Marsh has his eyes fixed on the Populist 
party. He sees it is aimless and powerless 
for want ofa leader, If it only had an able 
leadership he thinks it might be made the in- 
strument of national regeneration through 
which alone the country can be saved from 
revolution and anarchy, Filled with this idea 
he embarkain politics, The Populists have 
fused with the Democrats, but he espouses the 
fusion, and throws himself with enthusiasm 
into the work of the State campaign. 


Love Story Is Intertwined. 


Meanwhile Cupid has got in his work. 
Marsh is madly in love with Jessie Holt, 
whose father, Lawrence Holt, isa prominent 
Republican, and President both of the local 
street car company and of the greatiron and 
steal plant, the employes in which are about 
to embark ina fearful strike. This courtship 
and this economic outbreak straightway be- 
come complicated with politics, Unknown 
to Marsh, a deal has been made between the 
fusion leaders and the labor leaders by which, 
in return for the laber vote, the cause of the 
strikers is to become the cause of the fusion 
party, and the expenses of the strike are to be 
defrayed out of the municipal funds, 

The day when the atrike is decided on 

Marsh happens to be making a political 
speech in ‘a suburban town, but he makes no 
reference to the strike. Indeed, he has not 
been informed it is to be made a party issue. 
Moreover, his sympathies are not with the 
labor leaders, but with his prospective father- 
in-law. But the party organ the next day 
misrepresents him. The party leaders, in 
order to put the party on record, induce the 
newspaper to insert in his speech passages 
expressing the warmest sympathy with the 
strikers, and the fiercest hatred for the capi- 
talists. Of course, Jessie Holt reads and 
credits these newspaper accounts and gets so 
angry she will neither see him nor give him 
an opportunity to explain himself. Then the 
villain of the plot stepsin. Thisisone Mar- 
shail Biakely, a handsome but unscrupulous 
flirt. 
This man Blakely makes love to Miss Holt, 
and as several opportunities oecur for him to 
serve her, he eventually almost hus the hero- 
ine in his hands, The crisis comes at a fash- 
ionable reception, where Miss Holt, worn out 
with anxiety on account of the threats which 
the strikers have made against her father’s 
life, and still more by the supposed treachery 
ef Horace Marsh, bas a fainting fit and is 
necessarily driven home by Blakely in his 
carriage. On her arrival, being hardly con- 
scious of what she is saying, she nearly gives 
herself to him. Only when he is holding her 
in his arms and his lips are In 
does she realise that she has made a mistake 
and dismisses A. N 

Meanwhile Blakely has been conductimg an 
intrigue with another girl, lower in the social 
scale, who attempts to dispose of her babe 
by leaving it at a doorway by night. It hap- 

ns that Blakely, fresh from his amorvus in- 
erview with Jessie Holt, happens to pass 
along the street just in time to see the mother 
desert her child, The deseripnon of this 
meeting, Blakely’s recognition of his victim, 
their parting, and Blakeiy’s taking his own 
child to the police station, where he delivers 
it up as a foundiing, make up the strongest 
passage in the novel.

One soldier is 
killed and * the rioters are either killed 
or wounded. public is so shocked and 
horrified at this result of the strike that there 
is a great revulsion of feeling, and the polit- 
ical party which had espoused the cause of 
the strikers is overwhelmed at the polls. The 
men find out, but too late todo any good 
they have been duped by their leaders; an 
these leaders are the only persons who profit 
in any way by the misery and bloodshed 
which they have brought about. 

Such is the plot of the story, and numerous 
examples might be given of the powerful and 
original way in which it has been worked up. 
As an illustration of the character painting 
which distinguishes it one may take the fol- 
lowing pen picture of young Barry:

Best Character Sketch Given. 


Perhaps the best character in the book is 
Timothy Sullivan, the huge Irish politician, 
unscrupulous, reckless, gross, and ignorant, 
but who is large-hearted and knows the secret 
of handling men. Here is the lecture which 
he delivers to Horace Marsh, who proposes to 
send a communication to the newspapers to 
set right their lies concerning his political 
speech in the suburbs: 

O, pshaw! An’ how many lies do ye think have 
been tould of Tim Sullivan? There's never a 
wake but the Republican organs call me a horse- 
thief, which is a lie, an’ a foolish one; for what 
would I be doin’ with a horse, when there's never 
a baste that’s been built since the days of Troy as 
could bear the weight of me? An’ the party 
papers call me a high-minded gentleman and 
model eitizen—an' that lie’s foolisher yet. 
They've lied about me both ways fur twenty 
years, an’ for all their lyin’ I've never a friend or 
an innemy more or less than I've made mesilf.

The blood is not on your father’s head—nor yet 
on the heads of the mass of the men, It is on a 
handful of leaders, it mpay be only one man or 
a dogen men, who stand between the employers 
and the men and will not let them know the 
truth. These leaders make their living by the 
work. They saturate the men with false teach- 
ings—teachings of the tyranny of capital, and 
make them believe thay the employer is their 
natural enemy.

When the heroine, though charmed with her 
lover's wisdom, asks, ** But why is it not so 
now?’ he continues: 

Because these same men have votes—all these 
foreigners who do not know what the American 
Constitution means— and our public men today 
dare not speak the truth. It must be a slow, 
slow process, a process of education—education 
of these men themselves, after they have so far 
become assimilated with the American people as 
te be capable of education—and still more an 
education of the larger public, an awakening 
of its conscience to the foulness of public 
things and the cowardice of public men to- 
day. Then, when the strong manhood of 
the American people rises and asserts~ itself, 
when the long patience of the Nation is over- 
borne and the good men—the great silent mass 
who at present sit back and care not—band them- 
sol ves together to wipe out the corruption that is 
in high places and the ignorance and the cruelty 
that are in the low, and carry the government of 
our country back to the high principles on which 
it is said to be founded; when the government is 
made again in fact what it ought to be, the 
noblest government on earth, instead af what it 
is, one of the clumsiest and most corrupt, then— 
but you have heard me preach before—you know 
my dreams. 

The reader may be waiting to be told why 
the book is called Men Born Equal“; and 
if so, he will have to wult some time longer. 
There is no connection whatever between the 
story and the name, unless it remotely indi- 
cates some of the sentiments of the hero. 
The book was probabiy called Men Born 
Equal to make it sell, and it seems to have 


answered the purpose very well.

Up to 6 o’clock last night 
there had been entries received from 135 
individual athletes making 242 entries.

Next comes the Chicago University with 
twenty-three, and the other teams run from 
twelve to six. Northwestern University Law 
School, Lake Forest, Wisconsin, and Illinois 
Universities, Chicago Turn Gemeinde, Evans- 
ton Athletic Association, De La Salle Insti- 
tute, Pullman Athletic Association, Calumet 
Athletic club, Bohemian Turners, Rogers 
Park Athletic Association, Union Athietic 
club, and many others, together with several 
unattached athletes, makes upa list which 
has never been equaled in this vicinity. The 
team races will be full of excitement. That for 
the colleges will be run between Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Chicago, and Lake Forest. 
high school team race will have contestants 
from northwest, west, south, Englewood, and 
Hyde Park schools.

COLLEGE ATHLETES MEET IN NEW YORK 


Representatives from Eighteen Institua- 
tions at the Meeting. 


Nzw York, Feb. 23.—The annual meeting 
of the Inter-Collegiate Athletic Association 
was begun this afternoon by representatives 
from eighteen$ colleges. The Temporary 
Chairman was J. F. Watcherd of the New 
York University. The Treasurer’s report 
showed a balance of $1,260. 

The following colleges were admitted into 
the association: Syracuse University, Dart- 
mouth University, University of California, 
University of Iowa. Lafayette College was 
restored ‘to its position in the association. 
Hobart College and the University of Ver- 
mont were expelled and the University of 
Michigan given until April 1 to pay arrears 
or stand expelled, 

The report of the Executive committee ree- 
ommended that the committee be empowered 
to act on college and intercollegiate records 
for 1894. The recommendution was adopted. 

The most important recommendation was 
that an alliance be formed with the Amateur 
Athletic Union. This was also accepted, but 
later a committe of five was appointed to 
whom was referred the contemplated alliance. 
This committee will confer atan early date 
with a committee from the Amateur Athletic 
Union, consisting of W. B. Curtis, 
A. G. Mills, Julius Harder, and J. W. Curtis. 
The result of the conference will be reported 
to the meeting of the Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association, who will report to the athletic 
representatives of the different colleges. The 
colleges will then return a mail vote within 
three weeks. 

A motion that a team composed of the 
winners and seconds of this year’s games be 
sent to England to compete with the orack of 
the colleges in that country was carried by a 
vote of 15 to 3. The nays were: Princeton, 
Yale, and Columbia. Harvard did not vote. 
It was decided to leave the matter with the 
Executive committee for action. The elec- 
tion of officers for the coming year resulted 
as follows:

The Harvard club gave its thirty-eighth an- 
oual dinner at the University club last even- 
ing. The main dining-room, where 108 
alumni of America’s oldest college gathered, 
was decorated with ferns and with pennants 
of crimsop above the table of honor. 
In the absence of Robert T. Lincoln, the 
President, who was detained in New York, 
W. W. Case, First Vice-President, presided. 
The university always sends a representative 
to its Chicago sons at the annual gathering. 
This year Prof. Josiah Joyceof the Chair of 
Philosophy spoke for the faculty. Edward 
H. Warren of the senior class, who resides at 
Worcester, Mass., sat near tne professor. 

The two represented most clearly the wide 
divergence of opinion now prevailing at Har- 
vard over the question of intercollegiate con- 
tests at football. Both talked frankly on the 
topic now uppermost in the minds of Har. 
vard’s sons everywhere. The club gave each 
u most cordial welcome, but seemed to be 
with the students rather than the faculty, 

Prof. Royce, following the customs of the 
past, told the changes now most noticeable at 
the university. He spoke of the steadily in- 
creasing demands of the professional schools 
above and of the great loss of time in the ele- 
mentary and secondary schools below, He 
dweit upon the growing tendency to reduce 
the college course to three years. 


Show Disapproval of the Decision. 


When Prof. Royce told of the action of the 
faculty last Tuesday in putting an end to in- 
tercoliegiate contests in football there were 
loud cries of No” and Never and other 
expressions of the most intense disapproval. 
Paying slight attention to these marks of re- 
sentment, Prof, Royce went direct to the 
causes leading to the ban on the game: 

Many of the most ardent lovers of football 
have been most anxious to improve the situa- 
tion. The words put an end to football ” seem 
harsh, but I felt assured in the course of years 
the action of the faculty will lead to a reformed 
game of friendly rivalry in place of the old game 
of ' bitterness and hatred.’ 

What the university needs is the serious co- 
operation of graduates that the reform may be 
satisfactory. The college faculty considers it is 
holding the game in trust. 

An evil has come from the growth of football 
as a matter of deep collegiate interest to one of 
national importance. Newspapers which 
would give no space to anything except 
college sports turned about and charged that 
there was nothing but sports in the colleges. 
Young men, who are inevitably influenced by the 
values placed by ple around them, came to 
regard college athietics as vastiy undue im- 
portance. It has been considéred that the accu- 
sataons of unfairness have dope vast harm, A 
large expense was incurred in the game for the 
benefit ot the few. But, above all, the intellect- 
vai concerns of the yniversity have suffered on 
account of football. 

Prof, Royce clearly indicated that there 
will be no change in the stand of the faculty 
against football until a most radical change 
is made in the game. The signs of disap- 
proval disappeared as he had progressed and, 
upon the close of his talk, his health was 
drunk standing. 

After a good-humored banter by the toast- 
master, J. L. Houghteling responded for 
Lale. He thought Harvard can look without 
dismay upon the abolishment of [ootbail, as 
having nothing to look forward too, William 
Eliot Furness spoke of the Post Graduate 
Scholarship,“ and Dunlap Smith told of 
Harvard Men in Business. 


Warren Says Students Want to Play. 


Mr. Warren had waited a long time before 
he was called upon to respond for the stu- 
dents. Although Prof. Roycesat at his elbow 
the student did not shade his words. 
said, first of all, he should speak frankly. 
Continuing: 

The sentiment among the students is very 
plain against the action of the faculty. On all 

uestions of general college interest it is proper 
t the faculty should act without 225 — 
the students, but with college sports che students 
believe itshould have sought the codperation 
of the students, not tried to drive them. 
The faculty is caring more for its own standing 
with the public than the standing of the univer- 
sity. The contributions to college athletics will 
cease with the intercollegiate contests. The 
faculty had thought to reform the game by 
frightening the students, but that will do for a 
child, not fur a student. 

The action uf the faculty will tend to a return 
to the old system, in which professors and stu- 
dents are enemies, not frien 

Mr. Warren made a manly defense of 
Harvard’s game of football, and received full 
honors upon the close of his talk, Prof. E. 
A. Harriman then spoke of Harvard in 


Law as the final toast. 
TO BEARRANGE HIGH ‘SCHOOL SPORTS, 


Meeting of the Athletic Association to Be 
Held March 7. 


An informal meeting of the delegates to 
the Cook County High School Athletic Asso- 
ciation was held at the Chicago Athletic As- 
sociation club-house last night. General 
athletic matters were talked over and it was 
decided to call a regular meeting of the asso- 
ciation March 7. At that time several mat- 
ters of importance will be decided, among 
them the adoption of a new  constitu- 
tion and by-laws, including rules of 
competition. There no doubt that 
the number of entries to each event 
in the championship meeting will be limited 
to six from each school with a limit of three 
actual starters. The age limit of contestants 
will undoubtedly be put at 20 years, and 
some clause will be inserted whereby a stu- 
dent must have been in regular standing from 
the beginning of the winter term (about the 
middle of January each year), and must take 
a certain number of studies. 

The management of the championship 
meeting will be discussed and without doubt 
the Chicago Athletic Association will be re- 
quested to handle it. It is the intention to 
put the association on a new and sound busi- 
ness basis, as their meeting has grown to such 
importance and there is such a large nuinber 
of contestants that itis too unwieldy for the 
boys to handle properly. There are ten 
schools in the association. Those represented 
last night were: West Divison, Hyde Purk, 
Northwest, Englewood High, Evanston High, 
South Division, and Lake View.

One 
of these protests bears the oe of large 
numbers of female social reformers, includ- 
ing those of Countess Dulow von Den- 
newitz, Hedwig von Allen, and 
Lily von Gizicky. In a private audi- 
ence given on Wednesday last by 
the Emperor to Cardinal Koppes, Bishop of 
Luxemburg, his Majesty declared that he 
was pleased that a modus vivendi had at 
length been arranged between the govern- 
ment and the Centrists.

Socialism and the Dram.

Bismarck’s Birthday. 


The preparations for the national celebra- 
tion April 2 of the anniversary of the birth 
of Prince Bismarck inerease so enormously 
and on such a general scale as to cause appre- 
hension to Prince Bismarck, the question 
being how far he will be able to take part in 
the festivities. He has enjoz ed good health 
recently, with the exception of an occasional 
touch of neuralgia. Emperor William a few 
days ago sent President Steinmann of Schles- 
wig-Holstein to inquire of Prince Bismarck 
how far the government and the local author- 
ties of Berlin may codperate to facili- 
tate the anniversary festivities without unduly 
taxing his strength. The latest proposals to 
honor the old ex-Chancellor include the erec- 
tion of a Bismarck monument in Bavaria 
under the auspices of Prince Regent Luitpold 
and monuments at Spandau, Greise, and 
Mannheim, 

8 American Woman Involved. 

A case in which an American woman named 
Emma S. Bross is involved is now péndmg 
before the Criminal Court here. She claims 
to have been married to Count Perponcher, 
son of ex-Chief Court Marshal of Emperor 
William I. while the young Count was 
in America, hut that the mar- 
riage was concealed because of 
family opposition. Her alleged husband is 
now in Egypt. She is charged with having 
committed perjury in denying in court her in- 
timacy witha Berlin physician whose wife is 
now suing him fora divorce. Miss Bross, or 
Countess Perponcher, as the case may be, 
arrived here from America in December, 
1893. She is now in jail. She is 30 years 
old and handsome. 

Amend American Copyright. 

The Mayence Chamber of Commerce has 
requested the government to endeavor to ob- 
tain an amendment to the American copy- 
right law. The chamber claims that the 
present law of July, 1891, is unfair in its 
treatment of German authors. 

Carl Abs Is Dead. 


Carl Abs, the German athlete, who for a 


long time held the German wrestling cham- 
pionship, is dead. It was announced last 
week that he was dead, but the statement was 
premature. He left a large fortune and a 
stable full of race horses.

Employés of all 
categories are seeking to unite their forces 
with those of the workingmen, to combine 
their social strength, and to discuss their 
mutual interests towards capital, in view of 
finally obtaining the complete emancipation 
of the proletariat. In unity there is strength, 
and the National Federation of Employés has 
just started the organization of its third 
national congress, which will be held this sum- 
mer in Paris. Although there have already 
been two congresses held no work of any im- 
portance has been accomplished. The third 
meeting promises to be a significant event in 
the social history of France,in which coun- 
try there are at the present day bet ween 2,500,- 
000 and 3,000,000 of employés. In the City 
of Paris alone there are 610,000 working- 


‘men and 502,000 employés, so that at the 


demonstration that is to take place this sum- 
mer over 1,000,000 men and women in Pagis 
alone will be represented. A manifestation 
of such moment has rarely if ever taken 
place, and whatever is discussed during the 
three days the congress will last will be of in- 
terest to all nations of the world. 
Matters for Discussior, 

In an interview with M. Victor Dalle inter- 
esting facts were gleaned, All friendiy and 
mutual societies will be represented, as wiil 


also all professional associations of employés, 


whether they be engaged in work in commer- 
cial houses, industrial converns, or banks. 
M. Dalle is the General Secretary of the fed 
eration and organizer of the coming con- 
gress. Although two congresses ha ve already 
been held, the first dating back to 1893, they 
served mainly for the organization of the na- 
tional federation. The third congress will 
undertake the discussion of the following 
questions: 

All the existing societies of employés are to 
be linked together, so that a real solidarity 
may exist between them; all professional, 
social, economical questions are to be dis- 
cussed ana action taken on them by using all 
legal meansin their power. The employés 
refuse to have recourse to the tribunals of 
commerce whenever they have a disagree- 
ment or dispute with their employer. And 
they give a very fair reason for such action. 
The tribunals of commerce are com posed sole- 
ly of employers, who are judges and parties 


to the disagreement. As somebody is neces- 


sary to settle altercations that are always lia- 
ble to arise between employé and employer, 
the congress will claim from Parliament ob- 
ligatory and not facultative arbitration. » The 
body of men whom they wish to elect as arbi- 
trators is a council of prud’hommes, as is 
the case with workingmen. The council of 
prud’hommes is always composed of an 
equal number of employers and workingmen. 
The judgment of these councils has always 
given satisfaction in France, and the employés 
claim an extension of the council to all their 
affairs in litigation, so that they may not only 
be treated justly, but at the same time be ex- 
onerated from the heavy charges imposed by 
the tribunals of commerce, 
Want an Equitable Contract. 

Finally, they intend to ask Parliament to 
establish rules pertaining to the hiring of em- 
ployés, such rules and contracts having until 
now always remained in the hands of the em- 
ployers. The employés are ready to indicate 
to the legislators what, in their opinion, is an 
equitable contract. Like the workingmen, 
they mean to insist particularly upon the 
clause making eight hours the maximum 
length of a day’s work for men and women 
and the prohibition of employing children 
under 15 years of age. All night work is to 
be done away with, and employers are to be 
made responsible before the penal and civil 
codes in all cases of accidents that may 
happen to the employé whilst engaged in his 
professional work without said employer hav- 
ing the right to deduct from salary any in- 
surance premium. Ina word, the French em- 
ployés are about to join hands all over the 
country, and under the circumstances it is 
doubtful whether the legislators will be able 
to do otherwise than comply with the de- 
mands of the federation. It will be remarked 
that, after all, the employés are only demand- 
ing what has already been conceded to the 
workingmen, butit is a sign of the times 
which will escape the attention of no one in- 
terested in the matter that they should be 
obliged in such a country as France to fall 
back on the workingmen in order to win their 
struggle. The alliance of the workingman 
and the employ6é is the latest move on the 
chess-board of socialism. 

9 New Queen of France. 

Since the Salic law first existed in France 
women may be said to have begun their eter- 
nal reign, No one can now deny that they were 
not created for takmmg part in elections and 
voting like the ordinary mortal man. They 
were to be seen a few days ago in front of the 
baliot-box, just like the wild Deputies and 
venerable Senators a few weeks previous in 
the beautiful Palace of Versailles. Accord. 
ing to custom the ceremony took place at the 
American Café, in the most populous part of 
tne city, La Place de la République. At the 
beginning of each year the different wash. 
houses of the capital elect a Queen, the pret- 
tiest young woman of the place. These pop- 
ular Queens meet in the first days of Februa- 
ry, and among themselves select a Queen of 


Queens. The ceremony has just taken place | 


and a young lady accustomed to ironing linen 
during 365 days of the year will be released 
from her arduous duties to enact the part of 
the Queen of Queens at Mid-Lent. Thursday, 
March 21, a procession takes place through 
the most important streets of Paris, and on a 
beautiful chariot, attired in regal robes, the 
Queen, escorted by two ladies of honor, will 
parade the city. Last year President Carnot 
received the Queen at the Palace of

ary for all the large market places to elect a 
Queen for mid-Lent. Yet, only the Queens 
of the washhouses are permitted to partici- 
pate in the final vote for the Queen of Queens. 
It is thus easily to understand that only a 
washhouse Queen can be elected, for the wash- 
house girls would no more think of voting for 
a woman who follows a calling different to 
their own, however pretty the Queen-clect 
might be, than to abandon the mid- Lent holi- 
day and its procession altogether. It is to be 
hoped that before the eventful day some ar- 
rangement, suitable to all concerned, will be 
arrived at, and that March 21 will not go 
down to posterity as one of the historical 
dates of Frepch history. There are already 
so many different dates that indicate riots and 
revolutions that have taken place in Paris 
during the last century that one must hope 
that the young Queens will not add any com- 
plications to the schoolboy’s already arduous 
task of confiding the notable days to his 
memory, and that no blood will be shed to 
avenge the glory and fame of the truly demo- 
cratic Queens, Owing to the fun and pleas- 
antry that the royal procession has been wont 
in recent years to create on the boulevards, 
these famous promenades are to be neglected 
and replaced by other streets, where it is 
hoped that genuine respect will be shown to 
the Queen of Queens. In any case, the 
French will probabiy revive for the occasion 
sufficient chivalry to greet joyfuily both the 
royal lady and her suite, and not allow a cus- 
tom that has existed in one form or another 
for centuries gone by, to die out, 


SUGAR CONTEST IMMINENT IN EUROPE. 


German; France, and Austria to Fight for 
Control of the Market. 

Lowpon, Feb. 23.—There 1s promise of a 
very singular struggle in Europe for the con- 
trol of the sugar market,and the United 
States, which receives a great part of its sugar 
from the countries involved, will naturally be 
much affected. The practice of encouraging 
the growth of sugar beets and the production 
ot sugar therefrom by the payment of a 
bounty on exported sugar has long obtained 
in Europe. The results were such as to ex- 
ceed the most ardent expectations of the pro- 
moters of the bounty system, and soon the 
beet sugar output assumed such great propor- 
tions as seriously toinjure the market for 
cane sugar. With increased production prices 
began to fall, and the governments were com- 
pelled to increase the bounties in order to 
satisfy the great agricuitural interests. 

Naturally the country which paid the largest 
bounty had command of the sugar market, 
for its producers by the aid of the bounty 
could undersell their competitors. ‘The bur- 
den of these bounties at length become too 
great to be borne after an effort wus made to 
reach some kind of an arrangement between 
the different competing countries whereby re- 
lief could be secure, the three great rivals 
were Germany, France, and Austria. Ger- 
many began by giving notice of the termina- 
tion of her bounty system in 1897, 
and the other countries adopted more 
or less direct means of reducing 
the bounties. But it appears that in Germany 
the beet-sugar industry has obtained a hold 
too strong to be shaken off. Under encour- 
agement of the bounty system great tracts of 
land which were formerly covered with wheat, 
rye, and other cereals were given up to the 
sugar beet, and all through the coun- 
try the factories sprung up for the mak- 
ing of the beet-roots into sugar, thus giving 
employment to many thousands of people. 

government finally became alarmed 


and sought to discourage the extension of the. 


industry, but without avail. The farmers 
said they could not go back to cereal raising, 
for they could not meet the competition of 
America, and Russia, and Argentine, nor 
could they raise stock at a profit, The crops 
of beets increased and prices went 
down so that last year all but the very largest 
factories lost money, and the assurance is 
facing the Germans that this year, owing to 
the enormous crop, they will fall much lower. 
To save the farmers from ruin it is believed 
to be necessary to extend the foreign market 
for German sugar, and this can be done only 
by the increase of the export bounty. But to 
do this would violate the tacit understanding 
between the three competing great powers 
and cause distress, and, as it is, the mere sug- 
gestion of the German program has called 
out a declaration from the French Council 
that they will meet it by increasing their own 
bounty. Austria also is expected to be heard 
from in the same tone, and it is predicted that 
if the battle once begins again the singular 
sygctacie will be presented of three countries 
striving to see which can pay out the largest 
bounty, with the ultimate result, like an 
American railroad war, of giving the export- 
ers practically free sugar to sell, 


PANAMA CANAL AFFAIRS ARE CHAOTIC, 


Men Refuse to Work ter the Wages Paid—

Lowpon, Feb. 23.—The illness which con- 
fines Prime Minister Rosebery to his bed is a 
sharp attack of influenza. He passed a rest- 
less night, but was somewhat. better this 
morning. 

Influenza now prevails in epidemic form 
throughout London. Entire families are af- 
fected by the disease and many flrins in the 
city are working with depleted forces owing 
to the illness of many of their employés. The 
malady is especially widespread in the east 
end of London, but is also severely felt in the 
west end. Three-fourths of the members of 
the House of Commons are suffermg with 
colds and several of them are so severely af- 
fected as to be confined to their houses, A 
number of schools have been compelled to 
close on account of sickness among their 
pupils. 

The Prince of Wales, who is still suffering 

from the cold contracted while playing hockey 

during the recent severe spell of bad weather, 
has started for the Riveria, where he expects 

a speedy recovery. 


MERCURY AT THE FREEZING POINT ONLY 


London Rejoices to Think Its Phenomenal 
Winter Is Near an End. 
[Copyright, 1895, by the Associated Press. 

Lonnon, Feb. 23.— The phenomenal cold 
weather which has been prevailing in Great 
Britain seems to have finally broken up. The 
mercury no stands about the freezing point 
in most parts of the country. Traffle on the 
Thames, which has long been at a standstill 
owing to the great quantities of floating ice, 
is being gradually resumed. At one time it 
was thought the river would be entirely closed 
at London bridge. Now that the weather 
shows signs of becommg more seasonable 
hunting and racing are expected to be in full 
swing. Interest increases in the American 
horses that have been brought to seek honor 
on the British turf, and their performances 
when in training will be eagerly watched. 

The week just closing has been an exciting 
one politically. On the whole the govern- 
ment, instead of having been turned out of 
office on the question of the Indian duties on 
cotton, is stronger than it wasa week ago. To 
begin with, the victory at Colchester, where 
the Liberals in the by-election succeeded in 
wresting the seat from the Conservatives by a 
very comfortable majority, was a great fill-up 
to the waning party spirits, which had been 
more or less cast down by the reverses sus- 
tained in previous by-elections in different 
parts of the country. 

The exact attitude of the leaders of the op- 
position toward the motion of Sir Henry 
James to adjourn the House of Commons in 
order to call attention to the cotton duties in 
India, w be hard to exactly define at 
present. That the motion was an ill-advised 
attempt todislodge the government is very 
widely conceded. Itis alleged that the mo- 
tion bad the support of ex-Prime Minister 
Salisbury. 

Some comment has been aroused by the 
speech against the motion made by Dadab- 
hai Naoroji, who was once calied a “ black 
man by Lord Salisbury. Mr. Naoroji isa 
full-blooded Indian, his father having been 
a Parsee priest. His mother’s name was 
Manekbai. His wife is the daughter of a 
priest. He has held several important po- 
litical positions, notably the Premiership to 
the Dewan of Baroda. In addition he has 
held the position of Professor of Mathematics 
and Natural Philosophy at Elphinstone Col- 
lege, and is a member of the firm of Cama & 
Co. of London, Liverpool, Bombay, and Cal- 
cutta. It will thus be seen that he is fully 
qualified to speak as to the feeling of the na- 
tive Indian population. He declared in his 
speech that the adoption of the motion would 
be driving the first nail in the coffin of British 
rale in India, and in view of the ever present 
far Eastern questions his statement is not 
without significance. 

Influenza is again very prevalent here and 
on the continent. Mr. Balfour, Lord Dun- 
raven, several Judges, and a number of act- 
ors are among the victims in this city. The 
statistics show that last week there was a total 
of 2,467 deaths from all causes in London. 
This is an increase of 700 over the deaths of 
the preceding week.

A number of water-soaked letters that went 
down with the ill-fated steamer Elbe reached 
Chicago Friday and yesterday. Every letter 
bore an inscription in German declaring that. 
it had been saved from the mail cargo of 
the foundered steamer Elbe.” In every case 
the postage stamps had been soaked off. and 
on several of the letters strips of paper had 
been pasted around the edges in order to keep 
the parts of the documents together. One of 
the letters received was addressed to Charles 
A. Peterson, care M. Born & Co., No. 250 
Market street, Chicago, III., U. S. A.,“ and 
was from Mr. Peterson’s parents near Goth- 
enberg, Sweden, coming from there by way of 
Bremen, and thence on the luckless vessel. 
The back of this letter bears a faint imprint 
of the ink address of a letter which was tied 
next to it in the pack when it reached the 
water. This was deciphered to be the name 
of J. S. Anderson, Maplewood, Chicago, III. 
Caleb Nylund, an employé of Marshall Field’s 
wholesale house, was another of those receiv- 
ing letters that were on the wrecked vessel. 
Inquiry at /Postoffice showed that no 
packages of mail had reached Chicago from 
the Elbe as yet, and the Superintendent of 
Mails thought that these had come singly in 
other packages. They are probably part of 
the package of mail recently picked up on 
the North Sea. :

FIVE HUNDRED PEOPLE LOSE ALL 


.Much- Heralded Co-operative 
Makes a Bad Failure. 
Cuiuvton, Ia., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—The 
stock of the Lyons Codédperative Association 
was levied upon today to satisfy the claims of 
the T. M. Gobble company, wholesale gro- 
cers. By this failure nearly 500 people lose 
all their eavings, which they had been induced 
to put into the concern. Thé association was 
organized by local Knights of Labor in July, 
1887, with an authorized capital of $1,000,- 
000, of which $35,000 was paid up in cash. 
Thomas Angell was made general manager of 
the company. For the first three years gen- 
erous dividends were paid, which had the 
effect of selling much additional stock. The 
movers worked principally among the less- 
informed class of people, and poor washer- 
women, farmers, and day laborers gave up 
their hard-earned money for shares. Four 
stores were opened in Lyons and two in Clin- 
ton; the company began buying land for the 
erection of mammoth warehouses, built big 
brick blocks, and did business on a grand 
scale generally. It was heralded throughout 
the country as a shining example of the suc- 
cess of the codperative plan of buying goods. 
Poor investments aud bad management 
wrecked it, and the assets now hardly will 
reach $6,000.

Women Make Suggestions for Improving 
Methods at Yesterday’s Meeting of the 
National CouncileDr. Julia Holmes 
Smith’s Paper Is Read by Mrs. Colby of 
Washingtoi=The Rev. Anus Howard 
Shaw’s Upiaton of the Results That Wil! 
Follow the Deliberations of the Céunci!. 


Wasutroror, D. C., Feb. 23.—[Special. ]— 
I consider that among the results of the work 
of this congress will come to women a greater 
knowledge of what other women are trying 
to do, the variety of lines of work in which 
they are engaged, and the dignity and value 
of their work. This knowledge will produce 
an enlarged sympathy and interest in the 


more exalted view of women’s powers and 
capabilities in supplying to the world the 
forces of helpfulness and knowledge. The 


amount of labor and time will be saved when 
the lines of work of different associations run 
parallel to or overlap -each other. A vast 
amount of time and ‘abor will be saved, and 
success much more certain than when but 
one organization is seeking the desired ob- 
ject. Women are just beginning to learn the 
vast power of organization and codpeération.

Wasurnetros, D. C., Feb. 23.—** Woman’s 
Work io the Field of Education“ and Organ- 
ized Work in Patriotism and Politics’’ occu- 
pied today’s session of the National Council 
ot women. Many of the papers embodied 
suggestions for improving the methods of 
teaching the young and in the various phases 
of female education. The fraternal greetings 
of the National Council of Women ot Canada 
were presented by Mrs. Willoughby Caum- 
mings of Ontario. The opening paper 
was from Dr. Julia Holmes Smith of 
Iilinoie, whose paper was read by Mrs. 
Clara Bewick olby of Washington. 
Dr. Smith asked “how can the higher art 
be brought to bear upon the common people 
through the common home and the common 
school.“ The paper guve an analysis of the 
characteristics of humanity. as far as regards 
the lové of beauty. Following thie review 
came a statement of the necessity for the 
cultivation of higher ideals in children and a 
protest against the commonplace in educa- 
tion. Sne magnified the work done in the 
cultivation of higher ideals by art lovers 
through lectures and conversation clesses and 
the influence of the work inaugurated and 
successfulty carried through by the kinder- 
garten association. 

„Women as Directors in Education was 
the theme of Mrs. Louise Parsons Hopkins of 
Boston. Notable women, she said, have 
founded and condycted large movements in 
philanthropic, social, and religious reforms, 
and contributed their magnetic personality to 
educational! progress. 

Elmira 8. 3 of Utah, President of the 
Young Ladies’ National Mutual Improvement 
Association; Isabel King of South America 
patron of the council, and Mary H. Hunt of 
Massachusetts opened the discussion on thig 
subject, following which Caroline Earle 
White of Pennsylvania, an anti-vivisectionist, 
made a plea for the AmericanjAnti-Vivisection 
Society. advancing three reasons why vivi- 
section is objectionable. She takes the ground 
that it is morally unjustifiable: it has never 
materialfy advanced the science of medicine 
or surgery; and that it isa cause of demorali- 
zation to those who practice it, and conse- 
quently to the community. She assumes that 
vivisection retarded the progress of the human 
race and all true lovers of mankind should 
oppose it. eg 

The need of business e@ucation for women 
was discussed by Netta G. McLaughlin, the 
President of the National Association of 
Women Stenographers. She told of the 
women who worked only for pin money and 
of the bright, intellectual business woman 
whose business education was prefaced by 
home lessons in usefulness, prom ptness, and 
most of all, charity. She asserted that there 
isa demand for business-women, and con- 
cluded by suggesting how many wives could 
save their husbands trom ruin if familiar with 
their business dealings. 

Miss Lucy Wheelock of Boston made a 
short address on Froebel's Psychology of 
Onildhood. Its purpose, she explained, was 
to follow as the child leads; to discover to 
him the world in which he is to live and give 
him to himself in the fullness of his powers 
and insight. 

In the discussion that followed Virginia 
Graff of Pennsylvania pointed out that ail 
children, irrespective of outside conditions, 
are responsive to kindergarten teaching, 
while Mrs. J. Ellen Foster of Washington 
protested against the restriction of art in- 
struction to the higher arts. 

Formal invitations to the council and all 
interested in the woman’s work to partici- 
pate in the Atlanta Exposition were presented 
by two fraternal delegates from Atlanta, Mrs. 
Lulu M. Gordon, Chairman of the Woman's 
Congress in connection with the exposition, 
and Mrs, William M. Dickson of the Art com- 


ittee. 

The “Perils of Immigration were com- 
mented on by Mrs. I. C. Manchester of Rhode 
Island, President of the National Association 
_of Loyal Women of American Liberty. She 
protested against indiscriminate immigra- 
tion, and deciared that our great middle ciass 
is becoming alarmed at the serious aspect of 
thé situation since the foreign vote has be- 
come so important a factor in the demoral'za- 
tion of politics and labor interests. Special 
legislation compelling all immigrants to bear 
carefully granted certificates, extending the 
time of naturalization, and basing citizenshi 
on educational requirements was advocat 
Immigration was not an idle fact, but the 
class of immigrants has changed to vicious, 
unskilled, and idle adventurers. 

Reviews of the patriotic and political work 
by representatives of the Women’s Relief 
Corps, National Associution of Loyal Women 
of American Liberty, and Womans’ Repub- 
lican Association of the United States closed 
the day’s sessions.

Personally I doubt very much whether or not 
this much hippodromed syndicate makes any 
money out of its deal; it has contracted to do 
a good deal; and there are cynical people in 
Wall street who doubt very much its ability 
to redeem all ite pledges. So far 
as the syndicate itself is concerned, 
there is no real warrant for suggesting 
there is anything else than an absolutely com- 
mercial and fit foundation for anything it has 
been doing. Ifthe govermment is ready to 
be bunkoed and this syndicate, having the op- 
portunity, does not do the bunkoing, this syn- 
dicate is open to criticisms of the most strin- 


gent sort—at least this will be the regulation, 


Wall street way of looking at it. 

J. Pierpont Morgan, at the head of the 
banking syndicate which has been reliev: 
the government in this matter, is credit 
— made something like $5,000,000 
or $6,000,000 out of this bond deal; and 
people who know Mr. Morgan hope this is 
true.

BUILDING A PERFEUTLY SAFE ONE. 


Erroneous Statements Regarding Reading 
Stove Company's Establishment. 

In Tun Tarisuns of Feb. 22 chere was 
printed an article alleging that the warehouse 
of the Reading Stove company, located on 
Lake street, is in an unsafe condition. Charles 
A. Ruseo, manager of the Reading Stove 
works, enters an emphatic denial of all state- 
ments made in the article in question. There 
is no lodging-house beneath the Lake street 
building, as alleged, nor has there been since 
last July. 

The statement that men employed by the 
stove company have been refused life insur- 
ance is explained Mr. Rusco in this way. 
At the request of his employés he sought to 
place insurance for them in the same acci- 
dent insurancé company in which he held a 
policy. The company was willing to take 
the risk, but, in accordance with its rules, it 
asked double rates, as this is always exacted 
from employés in any establishment where 
there is heavy lifting to be done, such as in 
all wholesale hardware or grocery houses. 
Not a single employé of the stove works cao 
be found who saya he ie in fear of his life or 
that he is in dread daily of a collapse of the 
building. 

The most important part of the statement 
in Tun Tops of Feb. 22 was to the effect 
that the batiding is carrying 1,000 pounds 
weight to the square foot of floor space, 
against 500 pounds allowed by law, and this 
statement has no foundation whatever. Asa 
matter of fact the architect of the building 
says the floors will carry GOO pounds to the 
square foot, and Mr. Rusco is positive that at 
no point is there a weight of over 300 pounds 
to the square foot, and this is true at a few 
places only. 

An inspector from the Building Department 
of the city visited the building in question 
yesterday morning and made à thorough ex. 
amination of every floor. He pronounced 
them entirely safe. 

This statement is made as a matter of 
justice to the Reading stove works and to cor- 
rect the erroneous statements made iu the 
previous issue of this paper.

OIROUIT OOURT AFFIRMATIONS. 


In but One Case Is the Decision of the 
Court Below Reversed. . 

A session of the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Seventh Circuit was held 
yesterday, Judges Woods; Jenkins, and Bunn 
on the bench. In the appeal of Horschel 
Caverly from Judge Grosécup affirming the 
validity of the patents of Deere & Co., on 
which Caverly was infringing, the decision of 
the lower court was affirmed. 

J. Foster Rhodes. who was knighted by the 
King of Portugal last week, appealed from 
the decision of the lower court in holding 
him as a stockholder of the United States 
Building company responsible to the extent 
of his stock, $7,500, to an execution by the 
United States Bank of Atchison, Kas.

RADUALLY, item by item, I learned 
the location of every screw and 
spring, spoke and tire, and every 
beam and bearing that went to make 
up Gladys.

I finally concluded that all failure was from 
a wabbling will rather than a wabbling wheel. 
] felt that indeed the will is the wheel of the 
mind—its perpetual motion having been 
learned when the morning sturs sang together. 
When the wheel of the mind went well then 
the rubber wheel hummed merrily, but spec- 
ters of the mind there are as weil as of the 
wheel. In the aggregate of perception upon 
which we have reflected and from which we 
have deduced our generalizations upon the 

world without, within, above, there are 80 
many ghastly and fantastical images that they 
must obtrude themselves perhaps at 
certain intervals like filmy. bits of 
giass in the turn of the kaleidoscope. Prob- 
ably every accident of which I had heard or 
read in my half century, tinged. the uncer- 
tainty that by the correlation of forces passed 
over into the tremor that I felt when we be- 
gan to round the terminus bend of the broad 
priory walk. Who shall say by what original 
energy the mind forced itself at once from

A CLOSE SUN DAT IN TORONTO, 


Everything Except Preaching Is Iiegal 
and the Law Is Enforced Rigidly. 

Toronto is probably the tightest tied-up 
town on this continent Sundays,” said a 
traveler, as he called attention to the news 
printed the other day that a Toronto news- 
paper publisher had been fined for printing a 
Sunday edition of his paper to give the news 
of a big Saturday night fire. “Connecticut's 
old blue laws are mild compared with the 
modern ordinances of the second city in 
Canada. Every kind of business, except 
preaching, must suspend absolutely Sun- 
day, and about the only legal thing a citizen 
can do is go to church, and he must be very 
careful to go there iu legal fashion. 

Street cars, omnibuses, cubs, and all pub- 
lic conveyances stop running Sundays, and it 
is against the law to hire a rig at a livery sta- 
ble. The only way to get around is to walk, 
and the peopie wearily plod out to the city’s 
beautiful park and are so tired when they get 
there they are entirely unable to walk about 
in itand appreciate its attractions. I don’t 
know if its against the law for a man to use 
his own carriage on the streets Siindays, but 
I don't remember seeing any vehicles about 
during many Sundays I have been there. 
Everybody walks. Maybe it’s against the law 
to run; I wouldn't be surprised.

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MOMENTS. WITH THE DENTIST. 


Some Emotions and a Molar with Obsergna- 
tions and Reflections Between Throbs. 
I am having a nerve killed, and it is dying 


with its boots on. 


Herbert Spencer, Ribot, and other eminent 
collectors of scientific curios devote much 
discourse to explaining the connection be. 
tween ideas and the nerves. 


I was about to say I know of no place in 
the world where so much illustrative data can 
be obtained in a brief time as in a dentist's 
chair. 


For example, I was lying with my head 
thrown back and my mouth wide open, so as 
to let the sunlight into the cavities of the 
grinder, when I remembered reading in the 
Anabasis at college how some Persian King 
had impressed hig power and mightiness on a 
captured rival after the manner of the 
Persians by covering his face with honey so 
as to attract all the stinging insects in which 
the region abounds, and then having him tied 
out in the blazing sun. I struggled with the 
Anabasis a good many years ago, and names 
and dates are hazy. Meanwhile this pleasant 
story had never once occurred to me until the 
dentist brought it back. 


So your dentist is u great extractor of old- 
rooteu ideas. 


Every one who has had a tooth ground out 
has experienced that feeling of apprehension 
that the pestiferous littie thing, which goes 
whirling about like a planet in its orbit, 
might at any moment break through. While 
I was undergoing the process a passage frum 
the opening pages of Carlyle’s French Revo- 
lution kept following in its track. The 
passage refers to Louis XVI. and Marie An- 
toinette who had just been crowned: Poor 
creatures, dancing your frail life minuet over 
bottomless abysses divided from you by a 
film. 


„% What is the name of that?” I inquired 
when he had removed the instrument from 
my wouth. 

% Burr.“ he replied. 

„And this?“ indicating the rubber sheet 
arrangement which had been fastened across 
my lower jaw. 

Dam,“ said he. 

* Tnanks,” said L 


Then I came up, but without smiling, for 
other rounds. He was just passing the second 
quarter for the third time when 1 felt a sharp 


twinge. 


„Sensitive?“ he inquired with the tone of 
one who feeis real interest. I replied that it 
was, and he said the nerve would have to be 
killed. This didn’t sound pleasant, although 
I feit that the nerve perhaps deserved it, He 
took a little piece of cotton, put what he told 
me was arsenious acid on it, applied it to the 
point of exposure, and then filed up the cav- 
ity with cottoa coated with sandarac. So the 
burr and the acid were the first day. 


The vitality of nerves differs in different in- 
dividuais. I asked the dentist before I came 
away how long it took a nerve to die. He 
said from twenty-four hours to ten days; the 
average was about forty-eight hours. 


He had a case once in which it had taken 
six months, Every weapon known to dental 
warfare was employed against this nerve, but 
it fought with the desperation of a member of 
the Old Guard of Waterloo. Finally even the 
dental beart was touched by such heroism 
and he commuted the sentence to imprison- 
ment for life. The cavity was filled with 
cementand the nerve, after some further 
months of this eaforced confinement, suc- 
cumbed; literally buried alive, 


There is another operation which he de- 
scribed as **nice’’—why do dentists, doctors, 
and surgeons always speak of their most 
painful performances as “nice” —which con- 
sists in sandoagging a nerve and drawing it 
out of ite cavity before it recovers con- 
sciousness. This is performed most read- 
iy in front teeth; in fact; I believe is 
never employed in any other. A eut is made 
in either side of the tooth, justas a giazier 
cuts a pain of glass before breaking it. Then 
the nipper is applied. The force which 
breaks tne tooth stuns the nerve, which, as 
stated, is taken out at once, 


The dentist nad said that the nerve might 
give mea little trouble. It did. Not only 
so, but the other nerves took it up. The 
nerves of the teeth are very dlannish and an 
injury to one becomes the affair of all. Most 
of mine took turns about in anaoying me,

body. They reserve to themselves all the 
rights not dolegated to the general govern- 
ment.

When he said the nerve should be killed I 
cousented readily enough, but ever since he 
began operations there have been almost con- 
— riot and disorder in the dental nerve 
system. 


A nerve is as stubborn as the twelfth juror, 
holding out until the bitterend against ail 
the other members of the system. 


I asked the dentist how many different ia- 
struments were used in filling teeth. He said 
there were so many he couldn’t tell offhand. 


To begin with, there are several different 
kinds of burrs. include the tissure 
burr, the round burn, the cone burr, the in- 
verted cone burr, the wheel burr, and the bud 
burr. Ofeach of these there are fourteen 
different sizes, 


Then there are other instruments, a list of 
which sounds like a section from a catalogue 
of the torture chamber in the London Tower 
Museum, 

Of battle-ax exeavators there are twenty- 
four varieties. These are for opening into 
cavities, cuttmg down crown surfaces, and 
for work in the interior of cavities, 

Spoon excavators have long curves by which 
the cervical wall may be reached while fol- 
lowing the shape of the tooth, 


There area thousand dentista in Chicago 
and something like a thousand different — 
and sizes of dental weapons; there are fissure 
chisels and heroic chisels, scalers, barbed 
scalers and combined scaiers and root 
trimmers, gum retractors, thirty-three differ- 
ent kinds of nerve extractors, drills, nerve 
canal pluggers, nerve probes and nerve 
reamers, retaining pits and fissure and twist 
drills, plunamg maliets. New York pluggers 
(not of the Bowery), Harvard pluggers, re- 
— pluggers, gum lancets, and ligature cut - 
rs. 


Given a thousand dentists and a thousand 
instruments such as these, think of the infinite 
combiaations—for the alleviation of human 
suffering.

And under no 
circumstances could he be induced to ride in the 
same carriage with her. it would irretrievably 
ruin his reputation te do so. 

The ladies of the upper classes do no work 
a retinue of servants being provided to atten 
to ali househoid duties. 

None of them can either read or write. As an 
evidence that they are ladies, and as such above

Tiny 
bells dangle fr it by delicate chains, This 
fashion effectually prevents them from busyimg 
their fingers with those trifling bits of fancy 
work with which ladies in other lands occupy so 
many spare moments. 

Attached to no temples are certain inde- 
pendent priests, who follow the calling of 
prcfessional money-getters, for which service 
they receive a certain salary. To earn this 
salury they stop at nothing. Mr. Holoombe 
describes one of these men: 

I saw one of this class at Pekin, through whose 
cheeks circular holes had been cut and he upper 
and lower teeth opposite these o ings knocked 
out. Through the path thus m 
iron rod as large as a middle finger, projecting 
an inch beyond either cheek. ‘4A haif circle hoop 
of iron Was loosely fastened to either end of the 
rod and passed aroundtne back of his head. 
Fastened to this was an iron chain, such as is 
called a log chain, of suffleient iength to drag on 
the ground for several feet benind bim as he 
passed along the street. He also wore the ber- 
gars robe of a hundred patches, a priestly gar- 
ment made from small bits of cloth of the utmost 
possible variety and contrast of color. 


Brutal Superstitions, 


Chinese superstitions are past belief. It is 
not only the ignorant who are ridden by 
them, but the most intelligent are quite as 
stupid in this regard. Noi only are their su- 
perstitions silly, but they are downright bru- 
tal in many cases. If a child sickens, espe- 
ciaily if a boy, everything is done to make 
it well. If it does not get weil it is stripped 
naked and placed on the floor, which is 
either of mud or brick, just vutside the door. 
The parents leave it there and await results. 
It it lives, which is not likely, it is a true child 
of their own flesh. If it dies, which it proba- 
bly does, it is no chiid of theirs, but an evil 
spirit. seeking admission to theit hearthstone 
in order to work them ruin. The poor little 
body is not considered wortny of decent 
burial, but is left naked outside the door 
for the “dead cart” to take away. Lars 
in the morning Mr. Holeombe has seen this 
** dead-cart.’ 

A large covered vehicle drawn by two oxen 
having a sign across the front statingits horrible 
office, and piled to the brim wita the bodies of 
chiidren. T have seen at least a hundred in the 
cart at once, thrown in as garbage, nearly ail 
of them naked, a few tied up in old reed baskets, 
and fewer—never more than one or two—in cheap 
board coffins. These carts about the streets 
each night, pick up these pitiable romains, some 
of them mutilated by dows. The; are thrown in 
like so much wood, and taken to a pit outside of 
the city walls, into which they aredumped and 
there covered with quicklime.

HERE are two divisions of it to be 
considered. One division is society’ 


’ ticipants. The one has many leaders strug- 


gling for supremacy and bent upon exciu- 
giveness; but the other claims no leaders, 
lives and moves coéperatively, and deprecates 
any social exclusiveness. The one division 
only exists to be talked about. The other 
division shuns mere publicity. There is even 
a metropolitan weekly journal, the col- 
umus of which bristle with personals 
and social events, mainly and expressly 
contributed in home-made manuscript by the 
families or individuals to whom the personals 
or events relate, and often after payment ex- 
acted in the style of advertisement fee. Un- 
der these divisions New York society some- 
what patterns after that of London, where 
there exists what is known as the Wales set. 
for admission to which the possession of 
wealth 1s an indispensable requisite. The 
Prince of Wales condescends at times to 
patronize intellect outside of his set; but in- 
tellect in order to belong to it must have a 
personal annex of excellent income. 


New York City has become to the United 
States what Paris is to France—the city to 
which for occupation d residence repair 
pilgrims from what its leaders of fashion 
gneeringly call the provinces—a word that in- 
cludes even Philadelphia or Baltimore, where 
family continues to be a social passport; or 
even Chicago, that in metropolican attributes 
and progressive ways has been—to employ a 
Western word—hustiing New York for some 
time past. If a bourgeoise in Lyons, 


Marseilles or Bordeaux amasses wealth, he 


Mes to Paris to spend it and to grow happy 
in ite society it he can. The millionaire or 
setni-millionaire, who became such in another 
State than New York, is apt similarly to re- 
move to ita metropolis and try to join its 
„400.“ And the more foolish he, for the 
4.000 in the second division would give him 
better welcome and make him and his Lares 
‘and Penates happier. 

Referring, as 1 do, to the term “the Four 
Hundred. I beg to tell an amusing anecdote: 
Soon after the term originated I chanced to 
be in London at a dinner party. My adjacent 
guest was a madegjoiselle who shared the in- 
terest and ignoran f her countrymen and 
women about the States’’—for,*mind you, 
the average John Bull knows all about Asia 
and Africa, but his knowiedge of the geogra- 

hy of America and its customs is weak and 
— 8 

Upon this occasion my fair neighbor, fin f- 
ing that I was a Jonathan,“ asked: Were 
I to visit your country, would I be able to find 
any remains of Indian tribes or wigwams?”’ 
And she asked this with unaffected naiveté. 
] assured her that she could be shown in my 
citya whole Indian tribe; with sacbems, 
council fires, and war Gances; one that occu- 
p.ed an immense brick wigwam; that it was 
the tribe of St. Tammary. Alter innocently 
accepting the information with charming 
thanks, she gontinued: ‘But I don’t think 
I should like New York City, for I have heard 
that its society only numbered 400 respecta- 


ble people. 


There isan element in the New York so- 
ciety that is known to the average newspaper 


reaaer, which would like to decimate the cir- 


cles of the society, and make it nominally 
consist of only about fifty families. Jn fact, 
thereby instituting a fashionable club of men 
and women, with power to blackball appli- 
cants for social advantages; with an Almack’s 
authority to pass exciusive by-laws on eti- 
and ail social usages. It is not, 
dominant element, be- 
eause another element that possesses 
wealth as well would admit for an en- 
largement of the-circle families of even lim- 
ited means, that were possessed of intellectual 
charms and birthrights. For instance, as a 
representative in the first element I would 
geiect trom among reigning leaders the Astor 
family, and of the second element the Vander- 
bilt family. Although John Jacob Astor the 
third bas written a ciever novel, he seems to 
think less of seeing his name on the title page 
than on the pretentious brass plate of the 
Astor business house that conironts the por- 
tals of Trinity Chapel, near Madison Square. 
It has been common slang to refer to the Van- 
derbilts as descendants of the old Commo- 
dore, who began life as Captain of a clam 
sioop. But, however that genealogy may be— 
in his luter life no more aristocratic looking 
gentleman nor more courtly in beuring than 
this Commodore was at the club dinner table 
could be any where proauced—the present gen- 
eration of the Vanderbilts have in them 
the blue biood of the time-honored 
Knickerbocker Kiseam family—Kissam 
being the maiden name of Mrs. William H.

dash,” and it is in use in common language 
now. Descriptively it fits the fashionabie so- 
ciety of New York tua dot. Strangely, however, 
the very millionairish class is not as amena- 
ble to the operation of the phrase as are its im- 
itators among the nouveau riche? The Vander- 
bilts, the Millses, the Rockefellers, and the Oel- 
richses really underdo the social splurge. But 
Astors and their connection and set—vide 
Waldorf Astor in London—continuously 
dance the 1 ” cotillon; and the large 
family of the Veneers closely follow suit. 

The small and earlies, which the second 
and less pretentious social division give, are, 
however, exceedingly attractive. Refinement, 
not display, constitute their charm; and re- 
mind veterans of their social youth in the 
the forties before Curzon street, London, 
ways and those of the Boulevard Haussmanao 
usurped the Knickerbocker methods; when 
Mrs. Dick Haight reigned as New York’s so- 
cial queen. : 


What New York society needs most is in- 
crease of the salonidea. Mrs. Burton Harri- 
son, Mrs. Algernon Sullivan, Mrs. Dr. Arthur 
Hills, Mrs. A. M. Palmer, and Mrs. Frank 
Leslie are almost the only hostesses 
who maintain the salon in its true 
idea of the days of Holland House, 
Dolly Madison in the White House, or of 
Mesdames DeStaél and Récamier. At these 
New York salons vulgar wealth is never be- 
held, = only crowned heads of both sexes 
in the realms of literature, art, music, and the 
drama. These scintiliate in sparkling talk or 
epigram and repartee, or cross polished 
swords amid truly esthetic surroundings. The 
soirées and salons of Mesdames Harrison and 
Hill are especially sought, aotably when it is 
known that the former is to read one of her 
sprightly sketches or novelettes, or that the 
latter at her musicale intends to enrich the 
vocal and instrumental contributions of ex- 

cted maestre with her own flexibie Jenny 

indish voice and execution. 

Members of Sorosis are beginning to vie 
with each other 1n promoting the salon. Dur- 
ing the lifetime of her husband, and while he 
was editor of the Mail and Express, Mrs. El- 
liott F. Shepard, née Vanderbiit, made a point 
of exploiting the salon idea. In perfecting its 
manifestation she could look around upon as 
noted a gathering of local celebrities and wits 
as graced the Pitt-Fox-Sheridan era. Mrs. 
Shepard’s sister, Mrs. William Sloane, medi- 
tates the same idea. 

New York society needs a Mrs. Leo Hunter 
—a giorification of her whom Dickens uhder- 
took to extol for Pickwickian benefit. Social 
lion-hunting is an art. Mrs. Paran Stevens 
has once or twice tried the Leo Hunter idea, 
but misapprehension and her own devotion to 
epiurge manifestations brought grief to her 
evenings. The true salon-giver must be able 
herself to incense with mental perfume the 
atmosphere to be breathed by painter, 
sculptor, poet, statesman, wit, or a piquant 
Kate Field among salon guests. And the so- 
cial surroundings of Mrs. Paran Stevens had 
not educated her up to such an atmosphere, 

I fancy that if they so choose Mr, and Mrs. 
George Gould could institute a salon in New 
York society which would soon become fa- 
mous. There would in such a case be a union 
of wealth—without splurge—and of refine- 
ment. Mrs, Gould has already shown in New 
York society great aptitude asa hostess. To 
beauty and family refinement—for she was a 
lady before she became actress, and while 
actress never ceased to be a lady—she 
adds natural ease of manner and a capacity 
to adapt smiles, address, prudent reserve, and 
compliments that are not fulsome to the 
idiosyucrasies of guests. She who can accom- 
plish that is ever an ideal actress. Mrs. Her- 
man Ueirichs van be similarly described; and 
as for her husband, long before he ceased to 
be a bachelor he had acquired a popularity as 
companionable and joy infective asa host that 
was the constant topic of his Union cluballies, 

New York society labors, however, under 
the disadvantage ot the incessant exposure of 
its doings to newspaper limelight. There is 
beneath that positively no privacy of society. 
While one section of New York society rushes 
to bask in that light, the great majority of 
those who engage in social functions depre- 
cate the interference with their plans of the 
newspaper detectives, and prefer to find 
their social enjoyment under the shadow of 
their own vines and fig trees. Most of the 
social reporters for the press, perhaps insen- 
sibiy, impart a dash of vuigarity to their nar- 
rations and descriptions. 

Slowly but surely New York society is 
emancipating itself in all of its sections from 
traditional slavery to forelgn tastes and cus- 
toms, and is giving to itself an original Amer- 
ican touch. And itis driving into obscurity 
certain self-appointed arbiters of elegance.

NAPOLEON'S USE OF ARTILLERY. 


How He Deceived the Enemy by the Nam- 
ber of His Field Pieces. 

In all the recent discussion of Napoleon 
and his methods,” said a gentieman who 
helped to settle the late unpleasantness and is 
still deeply iaterested in military science; “I 
have not seen attention called to a feature of 
his style of fighting, which undoubtedly had 
much to do wita his wonderful success, It 
was an essential part of ‘his great ‘art of be- 
ing the strongest,’ to use his own happy 
phrase, to give the enemy, wherever possibie, 
an exaggerated idea of his forces, This is 
part of tne secret of his victories over su- 

rior numbers, which military tacticians 
ove to write about, 

„He placed great reliance upon the artil- 
lery arm of the service, not only for breaking 
an army into sections, but for deali with 
each section at a time. He preferred com- 
paratively light, smooth bore field pieces to 
the heavier guns, which created more havoc 
when once in position, but were hard to move 
about. The execution of his lightning-like 
maneuvers required that his guns should be 
moved rapidly. 

„In equipping an army there is a certain 
fixed proportion preserved between the num- 
ber of men and the number of cannon in each 
division, so that if you know how many guns

An interesting story is told by the Leeds 
Mercury of the late Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
brief career as a lawyer at the Scottish bar.

His nearest ap- 
proach to the possession of one was in the 
winter of that year, when he temporarily had 
charge of a process. The probess proved to 
be an elephant on his hands, One 
day he met his friend, Prof. Ran- 
kine, the Scotch law professor, and 
told him he had a process and diin’t 
know what to do with it. Mr. Rankine told 
him that it was the easiest thing in the world 
and that for the precise business in question 
he had only to go into the Junior Lord 
Ofdinary’s bar and say: No. so-and-so, 
my Lord; petition so-and-so; will your Lord- 
ship order intimation and service?“ Mr. 
Stevenson replied, 1 know that, but it is 
just what I simply can’t do!” So Mr. Ran- 
kine went and did it himself, and Mr. Steven- 
son's career at the bar was at anend. Prob- 
ably a very bad lawyer was lost to the world, 
but it gained an inimitable story-teller. 


THE SCHOOL LEASES. 

The Board of Education has appointed Mr. 
John McLaren as one of three appraisers to 
fix a valuation on certain school lands for 
the purpose of determining the amount of 
ground rent” which shall be paid upon them 
for a period of ten years beginning May 
8, 1895. Two other appraisers will be ap- 
pointed within a few days—oné by “any 
Judge holding the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the Northern District of Illinois” 
and one by the Judge of the Probate Court of 
Cook County, These appraisers under the 
terms of the lease are not to be considered 
„representatives of either of the parties to 
the lease. That is, Mt. McLaren is not to 
act as the representative of the School Board, 
and the appraisers appointed by the Judges 
are not to be representatives either of the 
School Board or of the tenants. 

The appraisers by the terms of the lease 
are to “take into consideration, in and so 
far as they deem it pertinent to do so, the im- 
provements on such land and the character, 
condition, value, cost, rental, expenses, and 


rect popular misconceptions as to the terms 
of the amended lease that instrument is 
printed in full ia another part of this issue of 
Tus Trreunn, 

Some persons may imagine on reading the 
inflammatory articles of certain newspapers 
that the present tenants are trespassers 
on the public lands, that they have en- 
joyed peculiar and unfair benefits under their 
leases, and that it is the duty of thé authori- 
ties to mulet them in punitive damages be- 
cause they are tenants of school lands and the 
care and development of the schools is a sa- 
cred trust, 

In order to correct these and other errone- 
ous opinions which have been spread abroad 
by prejudiced or ill-informed persons Tn 
Trisune, which—to its great misfortune— 
happens to be a tenant of school lands, vent- 
ures to say: 

First—That the tenants are now in posses- 
sion of the lands by ¢onsent and under au- 
thority of the Board of Education conferred 
so recently as June 15, 1888. The lease 
agreed to by both parties to it at that time 
was considered fair, It was approved by a 
Board of Education composéd of citizens em- 
inent for their character and probity, and no 
man has ever accused them or any of them of 
lack of knowledge of the merits of the ques- 
tion or of indifference to the interests of 
the publie schools. The valuation of the 
lands was made in 1885 by John 
H. Dunham, Emanuel Frankenthal, and 
John G. Sbortall, and it was objected to then 
by all the tenants as excessively high—and so 
it was. It was only consented to dy the ten- 
ants under compulsion after long and tedious 
litigation, when important concessions were 
made by the School Board in respect to terms 
of the lease relating to all valuations in the 
future, It is nut true, therefore, that the ten- 
ants are trespassers or that they are unlaw- 
fully in possession of the land which they 
hold. 

Second—It is rot true that they have en- 
joyed peculiar benefits under the terms of the 
present leases. The tenants are in fact rest- 
ing under the disadvantage of having a pub- 
lic body for a landlord, Whenever it is pro- 
posed that a new valuation shall be put upon 
the school lands for the purpose of deter- 
mining the amount of ground rent to 
be paid thereunder for a period of ten years 
the que: tion becomes one for political agita- 
tion. Efforts are made to inflame the public 
mind against the tenants. It is said they are 
attempting to cheat the schools and the 
schools are dear to everybody—to the tenants 
themselves, among others. Politicians also 
take a lively interest in the matter and attempt 
to execute their revenges on their opponents 
who happen to be lessees. But the tenants 
have no idea ot becoming victims of political 


them such will inevitably fail. 

The valna of the lands “for the pur. 
pose of determining the rent to be paid fora 
period of ten years” is purely a business 
proposition. It has nothing to do with the 
question of who is or who isto be Mayor of 
Chicago, nor does the election of last fall, 
nor the catnpaign which preceded it, 
properly . constitute one of the elements 
of the case. The tehants are not 
public enemies. The echoo! lands to produce 
a revenue mast be rented to somebody and 
the persons who occupy them are | 
facie proper persons to cccupy them.

nearly thirty years, and it has seen them grow 
in value and its rent grow in proportion as all 
the rest of the down-town district has grown. 
But it ie not conscious that it has wronged the 
schools or anybody else out of a penny. On 
the contrary, we consider that Tus Tribune 
company made a most uhfortunate move 
when it began to oecupy the site of its present 
building a generation ago. If it had gone al- 
most anywhere else in the business distriet it 

would now be in posséssion of a fine property 

bought fora small sum in fee simple and it 
would not pay rent to anybody nor be subject 
to all the éxasperating circumstances of a reval- 
vation every ten years under thestress of hos- 
tile politieal feeling. Moreover the original 

lease under which Tun Trisune now holds 

provided that at its expiration in 1880 the 
tenants should be permitted to buy or sell.“ 
This clause, when it became operative, was 
repudiated by the Board of Educati6n on the 
plea that the City Council in 1855 had no 
atithority to make the stipulation. If this had 
been known in 1808.7 Tun Trarscnz Build- 
ing would never have been put where it now 
stands, 

Third—It isa mistake to argue that the 
tenauts should be put off the land which they 
oceupy. They cannot be dispessessed. Their 
leases have still ninety years to run, and un- 
der them they have rights which thef will as- 
sert and maintain to the best of their 
abilities, The *ppraisers are required under 
the terms of the modified lease to value the 
lands for the purpose of determining the rent 
to be paid thereon for ten years, aud for no 
other purpose whatever. In making the valu- 
ation they are to take into consideration the 
character of the improvements and the reve- 
nue arising from them. If the improvements 
exhibit a purpose on the part of the tenant to 
conserve the property and obtain such returns 
from it as he would do if he Were the owner 
of it in fee simple that fact must be taken 
into consideration. If the tenant has an im- 
provement as good as could reasonably be 
undertaken when it was made and if it is still 
good he cannot be required to destroy it and 
engage in other improvements for the purpose 
of bringing in a larger revenue, all of which 
may be appropriated by the lessor. Con- 
sequently the Board of Appraisers can only 
consider for the purpose of determining the 
rent for the next ten years what any prudent 
business-man can afford to pay for the priv- 
ilege of occupying this land for that period— 
no more and no less. That is to say, the 
board must ascertain what the land is worth 
under the conditions of the present lease, as 
it can have no, value apart from that lease. 
This view will be insisted upon by the tenants. 
It is reasonable. It is just. No other inter- 
pretation of the lease will be assented to vol- 
untarily, and no other can be put upon it by 
any fair-minded board of appraisers. 


THE AMERICAN ESTATES INDUSTRY. 

A number of persons named Edwards are 
in a state of joyful excitement because they 
have been told that there is an estate worth 
from half a billion toa billion which ought 
to be divided among them. Generally these 
estates are in Engiand and the money or 
property is said to be deposited in the Bank 
of England or tied up in chancery. But in 
this case the tempting plum is in New York 
City and is inthe form of land. It is pos- 
sible, therefore, for any heir, without going 
to much expense, to make a trip to that city 
and satisfy himself that the lots and lands in 
which he is said to be interested actually ex- 
ist and are not the dream of a speculative 
lawyer. 

It is alleged that King George I. gave Rob- 
ert Edwards eighty-six acres of land fronting 
on the Battery and extending up Broadway. 

This is valuable property now. In 1770 he 
leased 
and died soon thereafter. During the war his 

British Government for ninety-nine years. 
That lease has expired and the heirs are in- 
vited to enter into their inheritance, which is 
said to include also the greater part of the 
sites of Jersey City and Troy, and of the 
Town of Aberdeen in Ohio. 6 

There may have been a Robert Edwards in 
New York City prior to the Revolution, but 
the land near the Battery was not granted to 
hiur by King George, because it was not his 
to grant, being private property. As Edwards 
did not own the land he could not lease it. 
That is why no lease appears on the New 
York records. The sanguine heira say that it is 
because the British must have taken the records 
away with them when they evacuated the city. 
But as a matter of fact they took nothing of 
the kind away. The assertions made in re- 
gard to Jersey City and Troy are absurd. 
Most delightfully so is the statement that 
King George I. made grants of Ohio lands. 
These heirs may spend much money, bu: not 
one cent will they get. Edwards may not be 
a myth, but his estate is, 

This is not the first time that credulous 
heirs have been told that great fortunes were 
awaiting them ir New York City. They have 
been told also of the falling-in of ninety- 
nine year leases in Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
and some other Eastern cities. But the in- 
ventors of these estates have neglected this 
city. They have never invited silly men and 
women to come here and pick out corner 
lots. Patriotic Chicagoans may be in- 
clined to resent this. They know that there 
is much valuable property here. They know 
also that enough has been said about the com- 
plexity and perplexity of land titles to induce 
the fabricators of estates to locate one of 
them here. But there has been no well-au- 
thenticated instance yet of an army of heirs 
coming here to take possession of the busi-

An enthusiastic Chicagoan has devised a 
method of familiarizing schoo! children with 
the municipal, State, and national systems of 
government, so that they may be better qual 
fied to discharge che duties of American citi 
wens. He wishes to begin with the organiza- 
tion of a make-believe Chicago City Council 
and to follow that up with the organization of 
a mock State Legislature and a Congress, 
and, of course, there will be sham adminis- 
trative officers, city, State, and national, .so 
that the children may get a thorough insight 
into the workmgs of governmental machin- 
ery. It is the hope of the originator that his 
plan may spread all over the United States. 

A preliminary meeting of some sympathetic 
school boys Was held last week, at which it 
was decided that each of the city grammar 
schools should be represented in the Junior 
Council by one boy and one girl and each 
high school by five of each sex. Committees 
were selected to visit the schools and secure 
the appointment of representatives to attend 
the next meeting. Doubtless they will meet 
with a warm welcome, for children like new 
things. It may delight them to play at bemg 
Aldermen and Congressmen, as it does to play 
at being soldiers and Generals. 

It is impossible to tell in advance how a 
scheme of this sort will take. It may come 
to an untimely end after a short trial ona 
small scale, or it may spread like wildfire. 
But this much is certain—that the object 
which the author of the plan has in view is 
an admirable one. It is singular how 
ignorant many full-grown American citi- 
zens, some of them persons of wealth and so- 
cial position, are regarding the workings of 
the different systems of government to which 
they are subject, They know next to nothing 
about the chatter, which is the Constitution 
of the city, or about the State or National 
Constitution. As a consequence when it 1s 
proposed to change any of these in one or 
more particulars they do not know whether 
they are on the affirmative or the negative 
side, 

Not so very many years ago one of the lead- 
ing merchants of this city was astonished to 
find out the extensive powers exercised by the 
Board of County Commissioners. He knew 
that there was such a body, but he had not the 
least idea what its functions were. There are 
inany other men who are in the same plight. 
They did not learn these things when 
young and were so absorbed in business 
when they grew up that they did not 
take time to find out where the city or where 
the county government touched them. They 
paid taxes with no precise idea who levied 
them or where the money went. As for the 
Constitution of the United States, the amount 
of ignorance regarding it is colossal, for 
while many local politicians are keenly inter- 
ested in and knewa good deal about the de- 
tails of city government they know nothing 
of State or National Constitutions. 

If boys and giris can learn about those 
different goveruments while they are at 
school, they will be better citizens. If the 
learning of these things can be made a 
pastime, so much the better. The combina- 
tion of instruction and amusement is a de 
lightful idea. If it amuses the children to 
play at being Aldermen, members of State 
Legislatures, and Congressmen, and if they 
can be induced thereby to study up on the 
city charter and find out exactly how a city 
is governed, by all means let such amuse- 
ments be introduced. 

But one point must mot be neglected by the 
organizér of the Junior Republic. That is, 
the maké-believe Aldermen of his City Coun- 
cil must be taught what Aldermen ought to 
be, but not allowed to find out just yet what 
Aldermen are. Boys are imitative. Were 
they permitted to attend the sessions of the 
real Aldermen for the purpose of seeing how 
business actually was carried on they would 
soon become hopelessly demoralized. They 
would come to the conclusion that every Coun- 
cil must have at least one drunken Alderman, 
and that Council proceedings were not regu- 
lar unless there was one free fight and much 
bad language. 


DREAMS OF AN IMPOSSIBLE REUNION, 

It is stated by an eminent clergyman who 
is prominent in the affairs of the Catholic 
church” that the Pope is anxious to dis- 
tinguish the last years of his pontificate by 
bringing back into the fold the members of 
the Greek, Armenian, and Episcopalian 
Churches. This would be a great achieve- 
ment, and the Pope who accomplishes it will 
make for himseif a name in history. 

But it will hot happen in the days of Leo, if 
it ever happens, for it can take piace only on 
the basis of compromises which are impossi- 
ble. For while compromises are unodjec- 
tionable in business or in politics, in negotia- 
tions between private individuals or nations, 
they are rather out of place as between 
churches which are separated by vital differ- 
ences of creed, One church says ministers 
must not marry. Another saysthey may. An- 
other says they can marry, but only once. 
Differences of this kind can be compromised, 
There are other points of disagreement which 
cannot be, One or the other side must admit 
that it has been utterly in the wrong on a 
question of supreme importance. 

It is stated that the Pope is willing to make 
concessions to the Anglican Church, Those 
of ite ministers who are married now may be 
allowed to offiziate without separating from 
their wives. The English language may be 
used for neatly all the service except the 
sacramental part, which must be in Latin. 
But there are said to be two things which 
the Pope cannot and will not give 
up. One of these is the primacy of 
the Holy See, and the second the doc- 
trines which have been defined by successive 
councils from the beginning down to the 
present day, and which are accepted by all 
Roman Catholics, The authority of some of 
those councils is denied by the Episcopalians, 
who deny also the soundness of some of the 
dectrinee enunciated by them. Papal infal- 
libility is one of them. There are others 
which are so familiar that it is needless to 
specify them. 5 

It would be absurd to expect the Pope to 
concede either of these points. He believes 
in the soundness of all the doctrines of his 
church. He cannot surrender any of them 
and say thatthe Romana Catholic Church has 
been wrong for centuries as regards one or 
more matters of creed. But on the other 
hand neither Greeks nor Anglicans are go- 
ing to own up that they have been sinning 
against the light for centuries. The Episco- 
palians cannot admit that their martyrs suf- 
fered in a wrong cause. Slight concessions 
about r on- essentials cannot induce them to 
comprom ise regarding essentials. 

The churches will remain separate and each 
will follow its own path and will cultivate its 
part of the vineyard in its own way. Hach 
wil, admit that the other is actuated by the 
best of motives and it is perfectiy sincere in 
its beliefs aud is un instrumentality of good.

SOMETHING TOO MUCH oF TRILBY. 
„There is something too much of Trilby 


Americau people to straddle a hobby and ride 
it to death has never been more clearly illus- 
trated than by the racket it is making over 
the shady and hypnotic heroine of Mr. Du 
Maurier’s latest book. There are lectures on 
Trilby, dramatizations of Trilby, and oper- 
atic versions of Trilby. There are Triiby 
matinées in private parlors, where Trilby 
herself never would have been invited. 
There are living pictures of ‘Trilby 
by young women who i have no 
more resemblance to Trilby than 
they have to the Venus of Milo. There are 
Trilby sociables in some church circles where 
there would be an uplifting of eyebrows and a 
gathermg aside of skirts if Mary Magdalene 
were to put in an appearance. Corn doctors 
are advertising Trilby piasters and shoemak- 
ers Trilby shoes, Children, dogs, and horses 
are named for the model of the Latin quarter. 
Saloons are setting out Trilby lunches. Even 
the Napoleon fad has been routed by the Tril- 
by fad. It is Trilby, Trilby everywhere. 
It has usurped the weather as a starter 
for conversation, but unlike the weather 
it is not dropped when once the 
conversation is launched. It monop- 
olizes the evening. As this fad, however, will 
soon drop, like every other, it becomes an in- 
teresting question who will succeed Trilby. 
Will the popular mania go to the other ex- 
treme and give us Joan of Are, St. Elizabeth, 
or St. Cecilia, or will it demand a renais- 
sance of shady people, and not let up until it 
has run the gamut of the courts of Charles 
II, and Louis XVI. and Peter the Great, which 
were replete with Trilbies, and Trilbies of a 
worse sort than the heroine of Du Maurier’s 
fancy? And will that tiresome Benjamin 
Bolt who was so absurdly questioned as to 
his remembrance of sweet Alice give place 
to the heroes and heroines of Vilion, whose 
descriptions and exploits cannot be written 
without a profusion of censorial asterisks? 
Where are we drifting? 

It is not likely that the Trilby fad will do 
any special harm to those concerned in it. 
It will have its run like a cold, and when it is 
all over those who have been chasing it prob- 
ably will wonder why they did so, and may 
be quick to deny that they were engaged in 
Trilbyism. But there is a serious side to it 
and that is the effect it is likely to have upon 
Mr. Du Maurier himself. If he has a proper 
appreciation of his own work he must wonder 
at this sudden furor more than any one else. 
But is he wondering at it? Is he not rather 
captivated by all this adulation? Mr. Du 
Mauriet came into literature late in life. 
His fame before that time had been 
achieved with the pencil mainly in Punch. 
Suddenly he came before the world with 
„Peter Ibbetson, a clever work, especially 
in the sketchiness of the opening chapters. It 
was a sort of literary freehana drawing and 
in a sense was unique, It introduced him to 
the world as a writer. Then came Trilby.“ 
Unquestionably it shows a decided advance 
over his first work. His picturesque style 
gained freedom and showed a surer touch. 
His study of character was closer and fiaer, 
and he touched the chords of human interest. 
Were it not for the absurd and melodramatic 
episode of Svengali it would have been 
a stronger book than it is. “Trilby,’’ 
however, is in no sense a great story. 
It. has bright flashes of humor, streng 
touches of pathos, and is fascinatmg in 
its revelations of human nature, The 
book, however, hab, not the staying qual- 
ities. Its life will bé a short one, but the 
public has seized upon it as if it were another 
“Henry Esmond” or “ Villette,” It has 
plastered it with praise, magnified its quali- 
ties, and exaggerated its dramatis persona. 
It has raised such a whirl of clamor that Mr. 
Du Maurier, almost before Trilby“ as on the 
market, had plunged into the writing of an- 
other and still longer story. In doing this he 
has exposed himself to the danger of 
failure and of wrecking his fame 
as a writer. He should have stopped 
to take breath He is artist enough 
to know that art is long, and that cases are 
extremely rare where writers have been able 
to produce continuously and follow one suc- 
cess with another, It will be a sad come- 
down for this brilliant artist and fascinating 
word painter if his next book falls flat. In- 
directly the faddist will be responsible for it, 
but this will be no conrolation for him. If he 
had wise friends they would counsel him to 
make haste slowly and beware of a capricicus 
and whimsical public, which sets up its fa vor- 
ites only to knock them over and chase after 
the latest sensation that appears in the streets 
of Vanity Fair. 


THE CHURCHMAN AS A CITIZEN, 

Archbishop Ireland addressed the Union 
League club of this city Friday evening on 
the subject of “The Churchman as a Citi- 
zen, and his speech was a fitting sequence to 
that delivered by him in the afternoon at the 
Auditorium on American Citisenship.“ He 
made and emphasized the point that the func- 
tions of the church are satisfied when it bas 
attended to matters of faith and morals, 
and that the church has no business to 
meddle with temporal things. He said 
those who think the churchman cannot be 
a good citizen because he puts church 
beforé country and is very willing to sacrifice 
country for church, misunderstand com- 
pletely the ephere of duty of State and 
Church. He could speak for his own spirit- 


jurisdiction to faith and morals, and this re- 
fers evidently to other churches. The State 
is put in charge of the civic, temporal, and 
political interests of the people, and when the 
question is put to him which he places before 
the other be replies, Neither.“ The one is 
not to be put before the other. They are in 
different spheres altogether. 

But the speaker laid down one important 
rule for connection between thetwo. It is 
that service to the State and country, within 
matters of the country’s jurisdiction and 
sphere, are indicated by the church as a sol- 
emn religious duty. “So that whenever 
country commands in our (the priestly) 
sphere it is absolutely supreme, for church- 
man as well as for layman, and the church- 
man should be the first to give supreme alle- 
giunce to country and to the interests of this 
country. The church is not to be put before 
the country, nor the country before the 
church.” He did not believe any one is fit to 
enter the kingdom of heaven who is not capa- 
dle of taking cate of, so far as the opportuni- 
ties afford, this magnificent kmgdom given 


to us here, the Republic of America. 


This is nota new position for Archbishop 
Ireland to assume. It is consistent with his 
utterances and actions durmg many years 
past, and no one can doubt that it is the en- 
ponent of the highest type of civil and re- 
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but that fact constitutes all the more reason 
tor insisting upon the principle and endeavor- 
ing to increase the number of those willing 
to try to live up to it in word and deed, 
Such teachings as his are needed far and near 


to raise the type of American citizenship to 


the point where evéry citizen will feel it to be 
his own duty to be at the polls on election day 
and in casting his vote to strive as far as he 
can to put into office good men, pure- minded 
men, honest and capable men, for all offices,

THE NEW WOMAN | IN COUNCIL, 

The new woman has been in council in 
Washington during the last week. It is a repre- 
sentative congress, as it is the national council 
of various clubs and associations throughout 
the United States, aggregating four million 
members. All the causes of woman are repre- 
sented, most prominent among them prohi- 
bition and equal suffrage. But these two 
causes are far from enjoying a monopoly of 
the attention of the new woman. Indeed they 
are in danger of being submerged under a 
tidal wave of curiously ussorted causes and 
eults, comprismg every possible subject in 
which the new woman is even remotely ‘nter- 
ested. So far reaching and all embracing is 
the scheme of the council, indeed it would not 
be surprising yet to find it engaged in grap- 
pling with Trilby. 

It ie evident that the new woman, flushed 
with her fin de siecle recognition and con- 
quests, has decided to claim everything in 
sight and get what she can, though this is a 
somewhat dangerous method of procedure, 
for if the old adage, “ many men, many 
minds.“ be correct, it is equally true that 
many women involve many more minds than 
men. Hence in reaching out for the earth, 
with the hope of getting the whole solar sys- 
tem, there is danger that the new woman 
may fall short of getting anything. A recent 
interviewer who was somewhat puzzied to 
know just what the council was after bluntly 
asked its President, The latter replied that 
it was to give the advocates of every opinion 
an entirely new audience—a wholesale sort 
of invitation on the part of the new woman in 
reply to which it may be assumed there will 
be few regrets. Questioned further as to the 
scope of the council the President said: 

It gives every society an opportunity to make 
converts and increase its membership, and in 
any case to egpand its influence. It gives the 
members of every organization belonging to it an 
opportunity to hear lines of work, views, convic- 
tions, aspirations, methods, which it has never 
entered into their own hearts to conceive, pre- 
sented and discussed. As a consequence of the 
two conditions mentioned above it creates sym- 
pathy where before was aversion, or, at best, in- 
differonce. It thus widens the horizon of every 
organization belonging to it, and, as an organiza- 
tion, is just as much beset by temptations to nar 
rowness, egotism. and exclusiveness as is an 
isolated individual, so organizations receive from 
coming into the council the very same benefits 
that individuals receive from coming into an 
organization. 

It is not exactly clear what all this means, 
but translated literally as possible it would 
seem to indicate that the new woman isin 
favor of everything even toa more sweeping 
extent than Terence with his famous “ nihil 
humanum alienum a me puto.” Such is the 
danger that confronts the new woman at 
present. By covering too large an area her 
efforts to accomplish any given reform will 
be dissipated. If she were to concentrate 
herself upon one thing at a time ora few 
things at a time she would accomplish more 
than she can hope to do by seizing 
upon the whole earth and seeking to mold 
it over into better shapes. The mistake, how- 
ever, is one which will rectify itself. The 
new woman is newly come into her king- 
dom. It is no wonder that she appropriates 
everything she sees or can reach. Gradually 
she will drop them, however, as impediments 
and get down to the work of arranging the 
kingdom a little at a time, makmg sure work 
as she goes along preparatory to the grand 
final culminating function of regulating man 
himself, She is like a child suddenly let loose 
in some Aladdin’s palace, Everything is love- 
ly, beautiful, and desirable, and she wants 
it, and wants it right off, As time goes on, 
however, she will accommodate herself to her 
environments, and instead of reaching out 
after infigity she will settle down to the prac- 
tical and begin to accomplish results. But 
even considered as a newcomer into the kimg- 
dom, with all her want of system and applica- 
tion, there is but little to be said in criticism 
of this congress of women when one considers 
the congress of men in the same city. The 
former at least knows what it wants. It 
would not suffer in comparison if it were 
running things in place of the other.

AN AIR-BAG SLEEPING OAR. 


Mattresses and Pillows Infisted with Air 
from the Engine. 

New York Sun: A Western Pennsylvania 
man has patented a new style of sleeping car. 
Each car is to contain rubber bags of various 
sizes and designs, some to be used as pillows, 
some as mattresses, and others as cushions. 
At nightfall these bags are to be taken from 
the cupboard and stretched over steel frames. 
When that is done hot air from the locomotive 
is to be turned on, and the bags are to be di- 
lated. In a very few minutes the cushions, 
mattresses, and pillows will be in dated for 
use, and then the porter will put wire screens 
in position to divide the sections. In perhaps 
fifteen minutes the whole sleeping car will be 
ready for use. The next morning all that it 
will be necessary to do is to turn off the hot 
air and so cause the collapse of the mattresses, 
ay aged and cushions.

Plaus are now being considered by the di- 
rectors of the Masonic Temple for the alter- 
ing of the top floor of the Temple into a mod- 
ern style music hall and roof garden, to be 
run on the plan of Koster & Bial’sin New 
York.

Board of Trade markets were generally dull 
and weak, with corn the weakest market on 
the list. Corn options broke down on the ex- 
pectation of 640 cars for Monday. Local re- 
ceipts were 233 cars, of which 63 cars 
graded, and withdrawals from store were 
100,000 bu. May corn opened at Thursday's 
last price, 44% @45c, advanced to 48 e. and 
then broke to 4444@44%c and closed at the 
low point for the day. Primary point re- 
ceipts were 544,000 bu, against shipments of 
96.000 bu and exports of 117,000 bu. The 
only change indicated in the Liverpool grain 
markets was an advance of Ad on spot corn. 
Samples were a shade higher than Thurs- 
day at the opening, but eased off ge with the 
option. No. 3 yellow sold togo to store 
early at 41e on the Illinois Central and at 
41%c on other roads.

The trade in the wheat pit was light and 
without special features. An improved ex- 
port demand was reported from the seaboard.

Exportclearances 
were not heavy at 829,000 bu figured in part for 
two days. rimary markets had 452,000 
bu in receipt against shipments of 55,000 
bu. Northwestern receipts considerably overran 
those of the corresponding day last year. The 
feeling in the local market was easy at the open- 
ing and first trades were made at a concession of 
0 to Me. About the best buying of the day was 
by Scbwartz-Dupee. There was considerable 
selling for New York and St. Louis account. The 
advance to 53M e for May was on more cheerful 
feeling regarding the situation at Washington 
and on buying by interior mills, presumably on 
cut freight rates. All the advance was lost before 
the close, however, on the wheat movement and 
prospects of a small decrease in the visible 
supply Monday. The trade is figuring on a de- 
crease of from 6,000,000 to 8,000,000 bu.

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BONDS TO BE SCALED. 


Lake Street to Cut Down Bonds to 60 Per 
Cent. 

Mr. Louderback has made a proposition for 
the reorganization of the Lake Street Ele- 
vated railroad company, and the Slaughter 
committee has agreed to recommend it to the 
bondholders whom they represent, The 
proposition is to scale the bonds to 60 and 
in addition to give the bondholders income 
bonds to the amount of 15 per cent of their 
present holdings. In return for this sacri- 
fice the bondholders get nothing at all, un- 


less it is a guarantee of un- 
known value. The stockholders are 
to bear no assessment. and there 


seems to be no compensation offered to the 
bondholders except possibly a tacit under- 
standing that the West Chicago Street rail- 
road company will not for the present at least 
run a trolley line under the elevated road. 
The plan is somewhat more favorable than 
the management of the Lake Street company 


at first proposed. But it has in it 
little to recommend itself to bond- 
holders whose entire interests are in 


the bonds, There may be some bondholders 
with other collateral interest which would be 
benefited by such a settlement. who will readily 
agree to these terms, but there is certain to be a 
fighting minority which will vigorously oppose 
any such settlement. The bondholders asa rule 
admit that it is perhaps wise for them to make 
some concession rather than to lay themselves 
liable to the threats which have been made of 
running a trolley line under the road and 


taking its business away. They are 
not all able to see, however, where the 
logic of the present plan lies. If the road can- 


not earn the interest on the present funded debt, 
and it is deemed wise to convert the first mortgago 
bonds into a Rage» | mi which the interest 
can be earned it would still seem to be the right 
of the bondholders that they be given something 
representing the full par value of the sacri- 
fice which they are called upon to make. 
That is articularly true so long as 
the stockholders who, according to pres- 
ent quotations, have an equity of $1,400,000 
above the hen of the mortgage, take none of the 
burdens on themselves. If it is necessary to scale 
the first mortgage bonds in order that the road, 
in the light o peeves traffic, may earn the inter- 
est. why should not the bondho/ders have income 
bonds for the entire amount which they lose on 
the face value of their present first mortgage 
bonds? If the first mortgage bonds are scaled to 
60 why should not the bondholders have 40 per 
centin income bonds? So if then it is ever demon- 
strated that the road is able to earn the interest 
on the present mortgage debt the bondholders 
would receive their rightful dues. 

Mr. Leuderback has written a letter in which 
he says that the recent articlesin the financial 
column of Tae Tame are all right, but that 
the writer has not before him the full situation. 
“ We admit,” Mr. Louderback says, that there 
will bean increase in the business when the 
Lake street extension is tinished. but to offset 
those increases is tne interest that will have to 
be paid on the floating debt, which amounts to 
$812,234, This is the reason I did not include 
in my statement an approximation for 
increased earnings, as one would just about off- 
set the other. It is, unfortunately, true that the 
actual condition of the road is so bad that, when 
we give the true facts, a great many peopie think 
we are trying to color it. The stoppage of work 
on the East Lake street extension was not done 
for the reason that you state, but simply from the 
fact that the contractor could not get his money. as 
agreed upon, and refused to go on with the work 
until some definite arrangements were made, which 
may involve a lawsuit to obtain possession of the 
money deposited in escrow in the American Trust 
and Savings Bank, for this account.”

The mm yw committee. 4 accepting these 
terms which the management has proposed, does 
not bind any of the bondholders they represent. 
The committee was appointed merely to 3 
a plan of reorganization and to report to th 
bondholders. Even should the ndholders 
represented by the committee agree to the plan 
it would still be a long way from consummated, 
for that committee represents less than one- 
seventh of the bonds. 

The stock market was irregular. The Ele- 
vated stocks advanced and t cables were 
heavy. As soon as traders learned that a propo- 
sition go favorable to the Lake Street stock as 
that agreed to by the Slaughter committee stood 
some chance of going through, there waa a rush 
of buying orders and the stock advanced from 
12 to 14%, and closed strong at the highest price 
touched. Rapid Transit was inactive, but showed 
strength, advancing from 12 to 13. 

West Chicago was decidedly heavy. It opened 
at 118 and went off to 116%. ere was a 
slight reaction at the close, the last sale being at 
117%, with the room a foe deal mixed on the 
situation. It is generally accepted that there 
have been some heavy people dominating the 
market, but opinions vary as to whether or not 
the operation which they have been engaged in 
has culminated.

Within the writings of 
men this bottom has been a nearly level 
prairie, varied with little lakes, bayous, 
ponds, creeks meandering from the table 
land, and groves that formerly stood out 
like islands in the sea of tall waving grasses. 

Accreted by the big river in unknown 
ages this valley, ia extent, fertility, and other 
striking features, only finds its like in places 
along the River Nile.

All along the valley of the Illinois River are 
other mounds, and, while. of lesser note, 
prove the former presence of a by-gone peo- 
ple. Some of their works below Peoria have 
been explored with very fruitful results by 
John F. Snider, M. D., now of Virginia, Cass 
County, a native, and of a noted early Illinois 
family, whose printed reports on such 
„finds“ in Missouri as well as in Illinois, and 
contributions on archeology are so much 
well arranged material as to form a valued 
part of any collection on those and kindred 
subjects.

THE KILLING OF ALEX. HAMILTON. 


He Revisited the Spot. 

St. Louis Post-Dispatch: Never but once, 
probably, did Burr speak of the duel fully 
and freely; but that once was intensely dra- 
matic. Twenty-tive years after the event a 
young friend; to whom he Was strongly at- 
tached, asked him to go with him to thescene 
of the duel. He consented, for the first and 
last time; and they crossed the river in a 
boat and climbed the heights of Weehawken 
to the place of meeting. which was then 
practically unchanged. Burr led his friend 
to the spot where Hamilton had stood, went 
to the spot where he himself had stood, and 
then deseribed the incidents of the duel. 
Naturally enough the conversation turned to 
the provoking causes; and for the 
first and last time Burr’s lips 
were unsealed, and the words leaped 
from them like flame. All the old fire was 
rekindled within him; his eye blazed and his 
voice rose, He recounted the long catalogue 
of wrongs received from Hamilton, and told 
how he had forborne and forborne, forgiven 
and forgiven, and even stooped to remonstrate 
—until he had no choice except to slick out of 
sight a wretch degraded and despised, or meet 
the calumniator on the field and silence him. 
He dwelt much on the meanness of Hamilton. 
„He charged him with being malevolent 
and cowardly—a man who would slander a 
rival, and not stand to it unless he was cor- 
nered. When he stood up to fire,’ said Burr, 
he caught my eye and quailed under it; he 
looked like a convicted felon.’ It was not 
true, he continued, that Hamilton did not fire 
at him; Hamilton fired first; he heard the 
ball whistle among the branches, and 
saw ‘the severed twig above his head. 
He spoke of what Hamilton wrote on 
the r before the duel with infinite con- 
tempt. It reads,’ said he, like the confes- 
sion of a penitent monk.’ He justified all he 
had done, nay, applauded it—gloried in it. 
All the pent-up feelings of twenty-five years 
His companion, who had 
known him long. had never seen him roused 
before. and he wondered that he should ever 
have thought Burr small of stature—for dur- 
ing this scene the loftiness of his demeanor 
was such that his very form seemed to rise 
and expand. It was long before he regained 
his usual composure.”’ 

Burr went to his grave with the same feel- 
ings he then expressed, The Rev. Dr. Van 
Pelt, a frequent visitor in the last days, telis 
us that im reference to the affair and death 
of Gen. Hamilton but little was said. Col. 
Burr, however, intimated that he was pro- 
voked to that encounter.“ And he certainly 
was. 


DIVERTS HIS MixD WITH OARDS. 


President .Cleveland Plays Cribbige te 
Prevent Worry and Overwork. 

Washington letter in the Cincinnati Gazette: 
President Cleveland has a great fondness for 
cribbage, which he plays every evening at the 
White House with Mrs. Cleveland or some 
friend who happens to be there. The Presi- 
dent’s partiality for this kind of amusement 
is not altogether the result of his natural in- 
clination, but is pursued because of a warning 
he received from his physician quite a time 


ago. 

When the President was suffering from a 
malady which resulted in a surgical operation 
for the removal of a partof the bone of his 
jaw, together with a couple of teeth, his phy- 
sician gave him advice which he has not 
failed to regard. Mr. Cleveland was told that 
while the surgical operation removed all 
cause for alarm for his health at that time, 
yet his continued freedom from any similar 
trouble depended upon his course of life. He 
was told that worry was to be avoided, and 
that unless he managed to get his mind off 
public affairs and to take recreation he could 
not hope fer continued good health. Up to 
that time Mr. Cleveland was wont to stay in 
his office during the evening and to keep his 
mind on the work of the office. 

But he made a complete change of front. 
Exeept during times when his attention is de. 
manded on some particular subject he keeps 
“ office hours. He has traified himself so 
that he has as much respect for “knocking 
elf time as any government clerk. During 
the evening he spends a short time in looking 
over the newspapers. after which his cribbage 
board is brought and he proceeds*to forget 
all about Hawaii, Queen Lil, gold bonds, and 
all the rest of it. He contests skill with Mrs. 
Cleveland. In his cOndition of health this 
course is the bnly one he can safely pursue. 

Then the President knows how to shorten 
up his work. He is a good deal of a fatalist, 
and, while he has always been a hard worker, 
nS believes that things will take care of them- 
sel vos. 

A class of people who feel the effect of the 
shorter hours kept by the President are those 
whose applications for pardons are pending 
before him. Mr. Cleveland belives that it 
is more necessary that he should attend to 
sap business than that he should be giving 

is time and attention delving into the claims 
of convicted men for clemency. He has given 
Mr. Thurber instructions that until be has 
more time on his hands he will attend to no 
pardcn case that does not seem clearly just, 
and in which there are no fine technical points 


to weigh.

THEY ARE THE UNTAMABLE SERI 
INDIANS, DOWN IN SONORA 


Tue Most Bleodthirsty Tribe in the Whole 
ef North America—They Live on an 
Island in the Galf of California and the 
Governmest Is Powerless to Control 
Them=<Splendid Specimens of Physical 

~ Manhood, but Cruel, Treacherous, and 
Filthy in Their Habits, 

The killing of two Americans by the Seri 
Indians of Sonora last spring has given oc- 
casion for recent diplomatic correspondence 
between the United States and Mexico, The 
victims belonged to an exploring expedition 
headed by a newspaper man named Robin- 
son. The latter and one cf his three com- 
panions were murdered. The deed had no 
other motive than pure fiendishness. Sinall 
as is the tribe of the Seris—they number only 
about 250 soule—these savages are the most 
bleodthirsty in NortheAmerica, For a long 
time they have terrorized Sonora, but the 
Mexican Government seems poyeriess to 
control them, 

The tribe was visited recently by an expe- 
dition from the Bureau of Ethnology, which 
has just returned to Washington. with some 
very interesting information. Prof. W. J. 
McGee, who led the party, said: “It is 
understood that the Seris are cannibals—at all 
events, that they eat every white man they can 
slay. They are cruel and. treacherous be- 
yond description, Toward the white man 
their attitude is exactly the same as that of 
the white man toward a rattlesnake—they kill 
him as a matter of course, unless restrained 
by fear. Never do they fight in open warfare, 
but always lie in ambush. They are copper- 
colored Ishmaelites. It is their custom to 
murder everybody, white, red, or Mexican, 
who ventures to enter the territory they call 


their own. 

„In many respects the Seris are the most 
interesting tribe of savages in North Amer- 
ica. They are decidedly more primitive in 
their ways than any other Indians, having 
scarcely any arts worth mentioning. In fact, 
they have not yet advanced as far as the stone 
age. Theonly stone implemeut in common 
use among them is a rude hammer of that 
material, which they employ for beating clay 
to make a fragile and peculiar kind of pot- 
tery. When one of the squaws wishes to make 
meal of mesquite beans she has no utensil for 
the purpose. She looks about until she finds 
a rock with an upper surface conveniently 
hollow, and on this she places the beans, 
pounding them with an ordinary stone. 

‘* The Seris live on the Island of Tiburon, 
in the Gulf of California. They also claim 
5,000 square miles of mainland in 
Sonora. Their dwellings are the rudest 
imaginable. A chance rock commonly serves 
for one wall of the habitation; stones are 
piled up so as to make a small inclosure, and 
the shell of a single great turtle does for a 
roof. The house is always open on one side, 
and is not intended as a shelter from storms, 
but chiefly to keep off the sun. The men and 
women wear a single garment, like a petti- 
coat, made of pelican skin. The children are 
naked; Not far from Tiburon, whichis about 
thirty miles long by fifteen miles wide, there 
is a smaller island, where pelicans roost in 
vast numbers. The Seris go at night and 
with sficks knock over as many of the birds 
as they require. 

‘* Physically speaking, the Seris are most 
remarkabie. They are of great stature, the 
men averaging nearly six feet in height, with 
splendid chests. But the most noticeable 
point about them is their legs, which are sien- 
der and sihewy, resembiing the legs of a 
deer. Since the first coming of the Span- 
iards they have been known to other tribes as 

the runners. It is said that they can run from 
150 to 200 miles a day, not pausing to rest. 
The jackrabbit is considered a very fleet ani- 
mal, yet these Indians are accustomed to 
catch jackrabbits by outrunning them. 

Finding myself about 300 miles to the 
south ward of the United States boundary and 

in the neighborhood of the Seris, I decided to 
visit them. I wentinto the country of the 
Seris with a véry small party, consisting, be- 
sides myseif, of Mr. Dinwiddie of the Bureau 
of Ethnology; a young Mexican engineer 
named Alvemar-Leon, a white driver, and 
one Papago interpreter.’ We went to the 
rancho of a certain Sefior Encinas, who has 
kept a stock farm in the territory of these 
bloodthirsty savages for many years. During 
that period be has maintained himself in war- 
fare against the Seris and has finally com- 
pelled them to cease hostilities against him. 

„Senor Encinas was the pioneer in that re- 
gion. He found good grazing country in the 

territory claimed by Seris, and so esta. 
lished his stock farm there. He brought 
priests with him to convert the savages, and 
caught a couple of the latter to educate as 
interpreters. The plan for civilizing the In- 
dians proved a failure, They did not care to 
become Christians, and they killed the Sefior’s 
stock. So, finaily, the Sefior decided to adopt 
anew course of procedure. He summoned 
the Indians to a council, as many of them as 
would come, and informed them that from 
that time on he and his vaqueros would slay 
an Indian for every head of cattie that was 
killed. Atthe same time he sent away the 
priests and engaged an additional number of 
vaqueros. 

The Indians paid no attention to the warn- 
ing. A few days later they killed several head 
of cattle. Without delay, the Sefior and his 
men corralled and killed a corre: pond ing num- 
ber of the Seris. Then there was war. The 
suvages made ambushes, but they had only 
bows and arrows, and the vaqueros fought 
bravely with their guns. Every ambush 
turned out disastrously for the Indians. 
Finally, the Seris made a great ambush, and 
there was a battle which resulted in the kill- 
ing of sixty-five savages. That lesson proved 
sufficient, and the Indians were glad to con- 
clude a permanent peace, agreeing that no 
further depredations against the Sefior or his 
property shouid be attempted. From begin- 
ning to end the fighting lasted for ten years. 

No other people in North America have 
so few conceptions of civilization as the Serie. 

They have absoiutely no agriculture. As well 
as | could ascertain, they never put a seed 
into the ground or cultivatea pliant. They 
live almost wholly on fish, waterfowl, and 
such game as they kill on the mainland. The 
game includes large deer like our black-tails, 
an exquisitely graceful species of dwarf deer 
about the size of a 3-months fawn, peccaries, 
wild turkeys, prairie dogs, rabbits, and quail. 
They take very large green turtles in the Gulf 
of California. Mesquite beans they eat both 
cooked and raw. The mesquite is a small 
spreading tree that bears seeds in pods. 

These Indians are fond of carrion. It 
makes no difference to them whether a horse 
has died a natural death a week or a month 
ago; they dévour the flesh greedily. The 
feet of the animal they boii until those parts 
are tender enough to bite. The Seris are 
among the very dirtiest of savages. Their 
habits. in all respects are filthy. They seem 
to have almost no amusements, though the 
children play with very rude dolls, * 
the whites came they used pieces of shell for 
cutting instruments. I ought not to forget to 
say that they are accustomed to catch deez by 
running and surrounding the animals. No 
traditions worth mentioning appear to exist 
among them. The most interesting orna- 
ment li saw worn by any of them was a veck- 
lace of human hair adorned with the rattles of 
rattlesnakes.”

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AN AERIAL RAILROAD PROJECTED Transcript: Ghostly 


FROM SAN FRANOISOO, 


The Cars to Be Run on Suspended Cables 
Electricity or Compressed Air wn 


Be the Power. and It Is Expected a 
Speed of 100 Miles an Hour Will Be 


Attained=No Ties, No Rills, No Bridges, 
No Section Gang, and No Collisions= 
The Invention of a Bliad Man. 


A railroad on wire. 8 is the scheme 
which D. R. P. Thomas, a San Francisco cap- 
italist, now has on foot. He proposes to build 
what he calls an aerial road from San Fran- 
cisco to Los Angeles, up the celebrated San 
Joaquin Valley. The cars will be suspended 
on cables and operated by electricity. They 
will run at the rate of a bundred miles an 
hour, No grading will be necessary for the 
construction of this road, no ties, and no rails, 
no bridges and no fencing in of track; no 
section gang will be required in its mainte- 
nance, 

It will, soits projector thinks, be the first 
road in America to be absolutely free from 
smash-ups, The cars can’t collide head on, 
because the road ia a double track, and they 
can’t be telescoped because, by a simple lit. 
tle mechanism, if one train comes too close 
to another the electricity is shut off. No ob- 
structions or blockades can interfere with its 
running. Thecars cannot jump the track, 
The wear and tear on its mechanism and roll- 
ing stock is comparatively slight. It costs 
from one-third to two-thirds less to construct 
and maintain than any other kind of railroad, 


It almost . the question of the right of 


way. Theroad may be quickly constructed 
and will ke sightly when finished. 

The new railroad is not the invention of the 
capitalist, but of his blind br@ther, „He 
planned it all out in his darkness,” says Mr. 
Thomas, and you will see, one of these days, 
thatitis sucha perfectly feasible and ad- 
mirable plan that it will one day supersede 
the surface reads, both in the city and in the 
country, 

“The cheapnese of construction and the 
high rate of speed attainabie by such a rail- 
way are, of course, its main adVantages. As 
far as speed is concerned, it is now 
only a question of atmospheric resist- 
ance. And this natural factor can be 
largely overcome dy constructing the 
cars either cone shaped or with pointed ends 
like the prow of a boat. But that, of course, is 
an after consideration, and nosuch device 
will be needed to attain a speed, say, of one 
hundred miles an hour. And such a rate can 
be maintained easily and with entire comfort 


‘and safety to the pass@éngers in this mid-air 


railway. ‘There can be no obstructions on the 
track, for there is no track, and no snows or 
washouts can retard the trains. There is no 
dirt and dust orsmoke and soot to make travel- 
ing a hardship, no jarring and rumbling and 
ear-splitting noises to make one deaf.“ 

Coucerumg the motive power Mr. Thomas 
believes that we shall eventually find a force 
super&r to electricity. That is compressed 
air, the possibilities of which, Mr. Thomas 
declares, are as yet but little known. 

»My plan,“ said Mr. Thomas, would be 
to build compressed air tanks along the road 
in the country where trains could stop for a 


moment or two and recuperate the, motive 


supply. I am satisfied that in the end com- 
pressed air would be cheaper and more satis- 
factory than electricity.”’ 

The road will be elevated from ten to twen- 
ty feat above the ground, according to the re- 
quirements of the grade, whether the 
road be passing through the country or the 
city. The cars will b considerably smaller 
and lighter than the present railway cars now 
in use. They will be lighted by electricity 
and heated in the same way also, and, for that 
matter, could easily have telegraphic com- 
munication all the time with the outside 
world, 

The California idea does not vary in its 
essential particulars from two rapid transit 
systems which were exhibited at the World’s 
Fair. One of these, known as the Cook sys- 
tem, proposed to hu vt cars suspended from a 
single track placed at the top of a series of 
poles. The idea was that the cars were to be 
soraewhat in the shape of a present railway 
car eut length wise in twain. - Bas set would 


move in one direetion on one side of the pole 


and the other set on the other side in the o 
posite direction. This was an invention of 

D. Cook of Tacoma, Wash., who constructed 
a trial track on the outskirts of Tacoma and 
claimed to have run his cars successfully at 
the rate of 100 miles an hour. 

The only difference between the Cook sys- 
tem and the Tnomas plan is that the latter 
would suspend the cars froma series of ca- 
bles instead of fri an iron track. LElec- 
tricians believe that some such elevated or 
suspended railway operated by electricity 
will soon supplant our present surface roads. 
They believe the day is not far distant when 
it will be possible to make tiie trip from Bos- 
ton to New York or from New York to Wash- 
ington in less than two hours, from New York 
to Chicago in less than nine hours, and clear 
across the continent in a single twenty-four 
hour day. The most wonderful part of all 
this is that they insist that these electrical 
railroads can be built#o as to run trainsat 100 
to 150 miles an hour with far greater safety, 
comfort, ease, and far less expense than the 
steam roads, which now make not much over 
fifty miles an hour. They hold out the pros- 
pect that so cheap will railroad traveling be- 
come when these suspensory roads are con- 
structed and in operation that one will be 
able to travel from New York to Chicago for 
a matter of $5 or $6 and clear across the 
continent for, perhaps, not more than $25,

THE MEROURY TOUOSED BOTTOM, 


Lowest Temperature Ever Recorded Was 
104 Degiees Below Zero. 

Gen. Hazen, in a recent interview, says: 
The lowest natural temperature ever recorded 
was taken in a balloon at an altitude of ten 
miles. It was 104° below zero. The balloan 
was the Aerophile, which ascended from 
Paris under the guidance of Gustave Hermite. 
[he lowest temperature ever recorded on 
earth was taken at Werchojansk, in the in- 
terior of Siberia, Jan. 15, 1885. It was 90° 
and a fraction below zero, Werchojans« is in 
the latitude of the pole of cold. There 
the earth is frozen to the depth of about 100 
feet, and in the warmest season it never 
thaws. The highest temperature recorded is 
124° and a fraction, in Algeria. July 
17, 1879. The lowest temperature on record 
in the United States is 64° below zero, at 
Tobacco Garden, N. D. . Greely, the Aretie 
explorer, has probably experienced a wider 
range of temperature than any other living 
man. He recorded 66° below zero at Fort 
Congor, in Lady Franklin Bay. On another 
occasion, in the Maricopa Desert of Arizona, 
his thermometer in the shade tan up to 114 
above. A lucifer match dropped upon the 
burning sands of the Sahara will catch fire, 
It is very difficult, even with the finest ther- 
mometers, to get accurate records of extreme 
temperatures, and on that account such ob. 
ver vations in general are to be regarded as 
only approximately correct.

For the very year before Robert Livingstone 
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Mme. Blavatsky, that founder of theosophy 
in the Western world who has numerous follow- 
ers today, even in this country, died in London, 
May 8, 1891. The influenve she wielded has 
fallen into other hands, Mrs. Annie Besant 
being anxious to inherit her mantle. But 
Mrs. Besant, whilea woman of intellectual 
and moral vigor, has anything but the mys- 
tical temperament, having, on the contrary, 
a lagical and mathematical cast of mind. She 
has been traveling in her religious divagations 
‘in a sort of ‘vicious circle; and it would sur- 
prise no one who has followed her course if 
she would finally land in that Christianity in 
which she was originally brought up. 

But Mme. Blavatsky was a woman of whom 


the world is going to hear a good deal. Lon- 
don, indeed, is hearing very much about her 
just at present, and the revelations are by no 
means to her credit.

The auspices under which the work is done 
into English must give it standing. It is 
vouched for by the Society for Psychical 
Research. Every one knows that some 
ten years ago the well-known Society for 
Psychical Research instituted a careful in- 
auiry into the wonders performed by Mme. 
Blavatsky, and the result was extremely dam- 
aging to the pretensions of this distinguished 
lady. Mr. Hodgson, who carried our certain 
investigations on behalf of the English so- 
ciety, came to the conclusion not oaly that 
he was dealing with ordinary cases of presti- 
digitation, but that the modern priestess of 
Isis”’ either was or wished to be nothing 
more nor less than a Russian spy.

Blavatsky; and it is 
therefore natural that Londoners are inter. 
ested in M. Solovyoff's description of the 
mingled qualities of this woman’s nature, 
her craft and reckless audacity, her intel 
lectual vigor and alastic vitality, her gonuine 
bonhomie, amiability, and.(on occasion) 
persuasive pathos. 

Helena Petrovna Blavatsky had, as one 
learns on the authority of M. Solovyoff, a 
career full of picturesque incidents. At the 
age of 42, in poor health, and without any 
purticular objects to live for, she set herself 
with uncommon industry and patience to lay 
tne foundations of her fame as the restorer 
for Western civilization of a peculiar form of 


Eastern faith. Directiy we get rid of the 


supernatural pretensions the ordinary human 
powers of this lady become all the more re- 
markable, 

She professed to have spent certain years in 
Thibet, in the study of Buddhism; to have 
come under the protection and guidance of 
two Mahatmas—Koot Hoomi and Morya— 
who granted her revelations and helped her 
in her career; and to have had the advantage 
of several underground libraries, through 
the instrumentality of which she composed 
her various works. 

As a matter of fact, some time after the 
age of 42 she occupied her time with the 
perusal of a good many recent works on East- 
ern lore, and accumulated a large number of 
data, names, and theories, of which she 
made extensive and peculiar use. A tal- 
ented American writer has analyzed the 
sources of such wonderful works as 
Isis Unveiled,’’ The Secret Doctrine, 
“The Theosophical Glossary.“ The Voice 
of the Silence,” and From the Caves and 
Jungles of Hindostan, and with pitiless ac- 
curacy has marked gut the passages copied 
from about a hundred well-known mouern 
books. Of course the authoress made a good 
deal of play with such works as those of Eii- 
phas Levi, Prof. Max Miller's Chips from 
a German Workshop, The Unseen Uni- 
verse, Wallace’s Miracles and Modern 
Spiritualism,“ and even Zeiler’s ** Plato and 
the Old Academy.“ But the astonishing thing 
is the assiduity with which she managed to 
accumulate to much which had the air at all 
events of being ancient, abstruse, and esoter- 
ic; and the result of her industry was that she 
became a power alike in India and in Europe, 
in Paris and in London, not only as a stu- 
dent but as the founder of a new and impor- 
tant creed. 


Mysterious Phenomena. 


M. Solovvoff met her first in the French 
capital, and almost at once fell under her fas- 
cination. At one of the earliest interviews 
she began some of those phenomena,“ the 
value of which she was after wards inclined to 
disparage. ‘*'She made a sort of flourish with 
her band, raised it upwards, and suddeniy I 
heard distinctly, somewhere above our heads, 
near the ceiling, a very melodious sound like 
a little silver bell or an Tolian harp. ‘What 
is the meaning of this?’ I asked. This 
means only that my master is here [her espe- 
cial Mahatma, Morya], although you and I 
cannot see him. He tells me that I may trust 
you, and am to do for you whatever I can, 
Vous etes sous sa protection henceforth and 
forever.’ She looked me straight in the 
eyes, and caressed me with her glance and her 
kindly smile, I involuntarily .iked her more 
and more. Ciearly Mme. Blavatsky was a 
bit of a mesmerist, but the silver bell turned 
out to bea very ordinary piece of imechan- 
ism, which she was able to manipulate 
under her dress. 

According to this author she was also à con- 
jurer. She putintoa locket containing only 
one portrait, that of her Mahatma, another 
portrait of herself, and then made the second 
disappear almost before the eyes of her audi- 
ence. She was also fond of her “ precipi- 
tated letters, supposed to come all the way 
from the mountains of Thibet, although M. 
Solovyoff afterwards discovered the peculiar 
envelopes in which they arrived in one of her 
own bureaux. Unfortunately for herself she 
seems to have been very careless, for having 
by her Mahatma sorcery induced a man ignor- 
ant of Russian to write a Russian 
sentence she was unable to prevent 
ber scmbe from making a laughable 
mistake. Blessed are they that beiieve’’ 
was the sentence which she intended, but her 
unhappy adept. doing his best to copy un- 
known characters, wrote Blessed are they 
that lie. And then, to cap all the extraor- 
dinary incidents which were duly unfolded 
before the astonished eyes of M. Solovyoff, 
she actually made him a confession of her 
imposture, which she afterward declared to 
be the work of black magicians, who were 
always forcing her into paths perilous for her 
peace, She was a curious mixture of contra- 
dictory elements, full of bonhomie, recklessly 
audacious, persuasively thetic, intellectu- 
ally vigorous, self-deceived and deceiving 
others, at once a prophet and a dupe. 

From all one can gather from this Russian 
author the Mahatmas (powerful: spirits from 
the Indian Mountains) were subjected to such 
menial and ignobie tasks aa the agencies sum- 
moned up in any ordinary eGance.“ Speci- 
mens of their writing were deciared by Mr, 
Netherclift, a scientific expert, as Mme.

Her second character was that of a iterary 
person, the editor of the T hist and Luci- 
Jer, the author of abstruse volumes, full of 
strange doctrine; while the third character is 
the founder of a creed, Madame, as all the 
Theosophists, without distinction of national- 
ity, used to call her, the animating spirit of 
the phical Society and its mysteries, 
the woman of phenomena. She will not in

MESSENGER BOYS IN LONDON. 


Britons Now Have the “A. D. T.s,” and 
Are Delighted with the Innovation. 

At last London has got a district messenger 
boy service, and after the cheerful insular 
fashion is bragging about it asa distinctly 
British invention. The fact is that London 
has worried along for years with the stupid 
and cumbersome old “ commissjonaires,”’ re- 
sisting all efforts to introduce the American 
A. D. T.“ boy. Much of the opposition has 
come from the Postoffice Department, where 
successive chiefs have held that the messenger 
boy would be an infraction on the territory of

the department. And even now that a private 
corporation has been suffered to set up the 
district messenger service it is required to 
pay a heavy royalty to the government, 

But, if the Britons have been a long time 
getting around to the idea, they have at length 
carried it out well. Photographs of the Lon- 
don messenger boys, one o: which is herewith 
serene from Black and White, show 
them to be a much brighter-looking, cleaner- 
lim bed, and more alert lot than the snails-in- 
uniform who carry messages in American 
cities. The English boys are under military 
discipline, led by an old horse artilleryman, 
who knows how to inculcate a sense uf duty 
and an esprit de 7 our youngsters 
might well copy. former we contrast 
most favorabiy with the tobacco-chewing, 
dime novel-reading slovens who do eo much 
to spoil a good service in America, A system 
of rewards and medals for good conduct has 
been found by the British company an excel- 
lent stimulus to good work, , 

The fees are much lower than with us, the 
minimum being 2 pence (4 cents), whereas 
in Chicago it is 15 cents, Even at that the 
friendly English press seems disposed to 
apologize for the overcharges” of their own 
service; so wide is the difference in the cost 
of the little things of life in the two countries. 

It is amusing to see the Britishers chuckling 
in joy over their new plaything, ali unaware 
of its cis-Atlantic origin. Life made easy, 
says one writer gloefully, is the guiding prin- 
ciple of the district messengers, and with 
this object in view the proud possessor of a 
‘call box’ (which I may mention for the 
benefit of country readers who may not have 
seen the latest product of nineteenth century 
civilization is a small electrical box, about 
five inches by three, which is neatly fixed on 
the wall of any corridor or room in his house 

that he may select) can instantaneously 
signa! to the local office that he is either in 
want of a cab (hansom or four-wheel), police- 
man, fire-engine, doctor, or nurse, and lastly, 
but not least frequently, a messenger, whose 
services he can obtain gratuitously if he re- 
quires to obtain seats for any theater, to order 
one of the Coupé company’s neat carriages, 
or to order coals of one of the leading coal 
merchants. If a messenger’s services only 
are required they cun be obtained at apy hour 
of the day or night, week day or Sunday, 
throughout the year. Indeed the offices are 
never closed. The messenger may be sent 
merely across the way to buy a paper, for 
which service a charge of twopence is made, 
or may be ordered to take the early newspa- 
per train to a port in the west of England, as 
was done last week, where he was to redeem 
He was back in Lon- 
doa with the jewelry by 12 o’clock the same 
morning.“ 

And again: No work is too strange for a 
London District Messenger boy. othing 
ever surprises him. Quite recently one was 
„rung up for by an institution, On arrival 
he was conducted onto the platform where a 
lecture on ambulance work was in progress. 
His presence was required for the purpose of 
simulating a corpse and having various limbs 
bound up. Not many weeks since a <orre- 
epondent of the St. James’ Gazette mentioned 
that, having retired toa epotin the north of 
Scotland twentygniles from any railway sta- 
tion and 500 from London, he was flattering 
himself that he was sufficiently removed from 
all things savoring of the monster city, But 
lo, in his pathway, as he descended the hillside 
on his homeward way, unconcernedly stepped 
along a boy in the uniform of the London 
district messengers with a bundle of fishing 
rods over his shoulder. He had been char- 
tered from the Piccadilly office by twogentle- 
men on a bicycling tour. His duties, to valet 
them, travel with their luggage, while they 
were laboriously breasting hiily roads on 
safeties, and apparently to enjoy an occasion- 
al day’s fishing. Who would not be a district 
messenger boy? 

But, upon further inquiry, it appears that 
the stern path of duty occasionally leads 
messengers into places where they would pre- 
fer not to go—and to undertake duties which 
are, to say the least, unpleasant. Not long 
sincea private botel rang up.

Those 
who have watched the course of theatrical 
events in London of recent years will concede 
the justice of the class flention which places 
Mr. Tree next to Henry Irving in the estima- 
tion of the best class of theatergoers, If one 


is to believe the English critics one is 
to contrast Mr. Tree with Mr. Irving 
rather than to compare the two, for 
they are antipodal in temperament, Mr. 
Irving never submerging his strong individ- 
uality, and Mr. Tree belonging to the German 
school (of which Herr Possart is a good ex- 
ample), which conceals the identity of the 
actor beneath the character assumed. 
Though Mr. Tree has played Falstaff and 
Hamlet, he has not won the reputation of a 
Shakspearean actor, his forte lying in the 
melodramatic rather than in the poetical and 
romantic branches, 

The only English actor likely to dispute 
the second place at the present time with 
Mr. Tree is Mr. Willard, who is more 
popular, perhaps, in Chicago than in 
any other American city. r.

Wilson Barrett, he is so distinctively ar actor 
for the middle classes that one cannot con- 
sider him as in the front of English dramatic 
artists.

** Unquestionably the first string quartet 
organized in the West was in Milwaukee in 
the year 1849. The four musicians compos- 
ing it were Dr. Fessel, one of the first in 
Berlin for a quarter of a century; Dr. Aigner, 
a fugitive from Austria, like myself; a local 
musician who played the second violin, and 
myself, It was at the invitation of Dr. Fes- 
sel, who had heard that two musicians, a 
violo and cello from Vienna, were in town, 
that we came together. W6 were not only 
suspicious each of other, but every man 
thought that the other could do nothing. In 
response to the query, what shall we play?’ 
it was decided out of compliment to the 
Austrians, as they were in the majority, to 
play Haydn’s Emperor Quartet.“ When the 
first movement was played through a sigh of 
relief followed, In the wilderness We had ex- 
pected nothing.

This injuncuon became a law of 
the family and has never been broken, The 
branches of the Rothschild house, though dis- 
tinct and separate, work together for their 
mutual benefit. Another family tradition, 
established by the first Rothschild, is to ob- 
serve the strictest secresy concerning the 
smallest as well as the largest concerns of the 
business, that no one knows what the 
house is worth, or any of its members. The 
pioneer banker left a great estate, but the es- 
timates of its value range all the way from 
$6,000,000 to $20,000,000. . 
The Great Nathan, 


Nathan Mayer Rothschild’s life reads like a 
romance. He came to Manchester as a youn 
man sith someth like $500. At the en 
of five years he had $1,000,000. He was a 
wit and humorist, as wellas a financial genius, 
and there is record in his own words of the 
manner of his growth. In February, 1834, 
Sir Thomas Busten wrote a letter to his 
daughter, which has been preserved, decrib- 
ing a dinner with Rothschild. We dined 
yesterday, he writes, at Ham House to 
meet the Rothschilds. and very amusing it was. 
Rothschild told us uis life and adventures, 
He was the third son of a banker at Frankfort. 
‘There was not,’ he said. room enough for 
all of us in that city. I dealt in English 
goods, One great trader came there who had 
the market to himself, He was quite the 
great man, and did usa favorif he sold us

I had bought a great many of his bills at a 
discount. The government sent for me and 
said they must have the gold. When they 
had got it they did not know how to get it to 


Portugal. I undertook all that and I sent it 
through France. That was the best business 
Lever did,’ 


Another maxim on which he seemed to 
place great reliance was, never to have any- 
thing to do withan unlucky place or an un- 
lucky name. ‘I have seen,“ said he, many 
clever men, very clever men. who had not 


shoes their feet. I never act 
with them. Their advice sounds very 
well but fate is against them. They 


cannot get on themselves and if they cannot 
do good for themselves how can they do good 
to me?’ 

One of the guests said: ‘I hope that your 
children are. not too fond of money and busi- 
ness to the exclusion of more important 
things, Iam sure you would not wish that.’ 
Rothchiid replied: I am sure that I should 
wish that, I wish them to give mind and soul 
and heart and body and everything to 
business; that is the way to behappy. It 
requires a great deal of boldness and a great 
deal of caution to make a great fortune; and 
when you have it, it requires ten times as 
much wit to keep it. Stick to one business. 
Stick to your brewery and you will become 
the great brewer of England. Bea brewer, a 
banker, a merchant, and a manufacturer and 
you will soon be in gazette... .. I 
am always in good humor. Sometimes to 
amuse myself, I give a gar a guinea. He 
thinks it is a mistake, and, lest I shobid find 
it out, off he runs as hard as he can, I ad- 
vise you to give a guinea to a beggar some- 
times; it is very amusing.’ ”’ 

This Rothsciid married a daughter of*Levi 
Cohen, one of the grandees of the city.“ 
Cohen pbre became alarmed at his son- in- 
law’e daring methods of business and ene. 
sied that the young man would ruin himself 
in his “reckless speculations.“ Rothschiid 
quieted these remonstrances by saying: 
Tou have given me but one of your daugh- 
ters, whereas it would have been an exce!lent 
stroke of business it you could have given 
them all to me. Then they would have died 
richer than they will now.’ 


The Waterloo Stary. : 


On the memorable 18th of June, 1815, 
Rothschild sat on his horse at the summit of 
Hougoumont scanning with his glass the duel 
between the heroes of Waterloo. At sunset, 
when he saw the French forces in retreat, he 
dashed into Brussels, where a carriage was 
awaiting him for Ostend. Arrived at the 
Belgian coast he bid 500, 1,000, 2,000 francs 
for the boatman who would be bold enough 
to carry him across the stormy channel. One 
hardy sailor responded, and after a boister- 
ous passage ed the banker at Dover, 
whence the swiftest horses conveyed him to 
London. Thus the day following the battle 
Rothschild was able to appear on the stock 
excha He chose to assume an appear- 
ance of the profoundest gloom. In strict 
confidence he told a few members of the de- 
tent ot Blucher by Napoleon at Ligny June 
16 and 17; he neglected to mention the 
sequel at Waterloo, the news of which had 
not reached London. British funds dropped
